chlorate,  calcium  nitrate,  mercury,  resinous  products,  cam- 
phor, turpentine  (oil  and  spirit),  antimony,  compounds, 
castor  oil,  paraffin  wax,  tin  salts,  etc. 

The  Origin  of  Imports. 

The  High  Commissioners  for  the  Commonwealth  of 
Australia,  the  Union  of  South  Africa,  and  the  Dominion  of 
New  Zealand  notify  that,  in  respect  of  goods  imported

A  copy  of  this  "Specification"  or 
"Shipping  Bill"  will  be  stamped  and  signed  by  Customs 
officers  in  the  United  Kingdom,  provided  it  is  presented  at 
the  same  time  as  the  original  on  and  after  July  7  next.

Writing  in  regard  to  our  editorial  on  '.'  Commissions  for 
Army  Pharmacists"  (C.  &  D.,  June  26,  p.  54),  Mr.  G J. 
Lusher-Pentney,  98  Queen's  Road,  Dalston,  N.E.,  says  that 
pharmacists  in  the  North-East  district  of  London,  in  order  to 
prove  themselves  efficient  in  Army  work  and  thus  gam  pro- 
per recognition  by  the  military  authorities,  have  formed  an 
ambulance  section  entirely  made  up  of  pharmacists.  It  is 
attached  to  the  Hackney  Volunteer  Corps.  All  equipment, 
such  as  stretchers,  dressings,  etc.,  has  been  provided  by  the 
pharmacists  and  their  business  friends.  After  some  months' 
training  in  company  drill,  which  was  interesting  and  cer- 
tainly brought  with  "it  a  knowledge  of  discipline,  the  medical 
officer,  Dr.  Leslie  Durns,  gave  a  course  of  lectures  on 
Sunday  afternoons  on  anatomy,  circulation,  and  first  aid  to 
the  injured,  which  were  much  appreciated  by  all  and 
enabled  the  section  to  be  examined  by  the  St.  John  Ambu- 
lance doctor,  with  the  result  that  all  the  members  succeeded 
in  obtaining  the  St.  John's  certificate.  The  members  are 
now  considering  further  activities,  acquiring  knowledge  in 
bacteriology.,  etc. ;  at  any  rate,  they  are  able  to  render 
first  aid  to  the  public  with  much  more  assurance  than 
heretofore.  "  It  is  a  fine  thing,"  says  Mr.  Pentney,  "  to 
be  able  to  mix  with  brother  pharmacists  and  know  one 
another  better  :  sharp  corners  are  knocked  off  and  the  feel- 
ing of  brotherhood  becomes  more  accentuated  each  time 
we  meet  on  the  drill-ground."  Another  section  is  now 
being  formed,  and  any  pharmacist  who  would  like  to  become 
competent  to  take  up  military  duties  should  the  necessity 
arise  is  requested  to  write  to  Mr.  W.  A.  Scott,  chemist  and 
druggist,  57  Lower  Clapton  Foacl,  N.,  or  to  Mr.  G.  J. 
Lusher-Pentney  at  the  above  address. 

German  Dye-makers. 

Swiss  dye-manufacturers  are  having  pressure  brought  to 
bear  upon  them  by  German  dye-manufacturers  with  the 
object  of  getting  them  to  stop  making  and  supplying  this 
country  with  dyes  hitherto  supplied  by  Germany.  The 
German  manufacturers  have  told  the  Swiss  users :  "  We 
shall,  to  our  great  regret,  not  be  in  a  position  to  execute 
further  deliveries  of  dyes  until  we  are  offered  absolute 
guarantees  against  a  direct  or  indirect  export  of  colours 
from  Switzerland  to  our  enemies.  This  refers  also  to  all 
chemical  products  which  are  in  any  way  used  for  the 
manufacture  of  colours.  We  hope  that  suitable  measures 
will  be  taken  against  the  Swiss  dye-manufacturers,  so  that 
we  may  also  contribute  to  cover  the  requirements  of  the 
Swiss  consumers  of  dyes."  This  is  stated  in  a  circular 
signed  by  the  following  firms  :

War  Loan  as  a  Side-line.— The  National  Chamber  of  Trade 
(President,  Mr.  R.  C.  Walshaw)  reports  in  connection  with 
the  War  Loan  that  an  announcement  appeared  in  various 


journals  to  the  effect  that  five-shilling  vouchers  could  be  ob- 
tained from  the  Post  Office,  Friendly  Societies,  and  Co-opera- 
tive Stores.    This  seemed  to  the  Chamber  to  be  a  gratuitous 
advertisement  to  the  stores;  so  the  Secretary  wrote  to  the 
Chancellor  of   the  Exchequer  about   the  matter,    and  he 
replied  to  the  effect  that  members  of  the  Chamber  may 
purchase  these  vouchers  and  advertise  the  fact  that  they 
have  them  on  sale;  in  fact,  any  shopkeeper  may  do  this. 
Moreover,   any  unsold  vouchers  may  be  returned  at  any 
ime  up  to  the  first  working  clay  of  the  following  month

The  Unspeakable  Turk  knows  a  good  thing  when  he 
sees  it,  and  Potter  &  Clarke,  Ltd.,  Artillery  Lane,  London. 
E.,  have  just  had  proof  that  he  seizes  it.  They  received 
from  Sergeant  J.  Munro,  one  of  the  Australian  division 
ho  is  now  in  the  General  Hospital,  Alexandria,  a  cake  of 
Potter's  marshmallow  toilet-soap  with  the  following  letter  : 

"You  will  be  a  little  surprised  to  get  this  letter  and 
wrapper  from  me.  Well,  I  got  this  cake  of  soap  out  of 
a  Turk's  haversack.  I  expect  you  have  read  all  about  us 
forcing  a  landing  on  to  the  Dardanelles.  I  was  one  of  the 
first  to  land.  I  got  shot  through  the  foot  on  landing,  and 
was  sitting  down  waiting  to  be  taken  back  to  the  ship, 
when  about  twenty  yards  off  I  heard  a  Mauser  rifle  go  off 
and  one  of  the  wounded  got  shot  through  the  head.  I  was 
looking  to  see  where  the  shot  came  from,  when  all  at  once 
a  big  Turk,  about  6  ft.  3  in.,  came  running  down  to  us 
but  before  he  came  far  I  shot  him  through  the  chest  I 
crawled  up  to  him  and  put  another  three  shots  into  him  ; 
then  I  took  his  haversack  and  brought  it  on  board  with 
me,  and  the  first  thing  I  fetched  out  was  a  cake  of  soap 
with  vour  wrapper  on  it,  so  I  am  sending  it  back  to  you. 

The"  puzzle  is  where  the  Turk  got  the  soap,  and,  m  reply 
to  our  questions  about  the  matter,  Messrs.  Potter  &  Clarke 
say :  There  are  three  possible  explanations  of  the  soap 
o-etting  into  the  Turk's  possession  :  (1)  It  may  have  been 
purchased  by  an  English  Territorial  and  taken  from  him 
by  the  Turk;  (2)  it  may  have  been  brought  out  from 
Australia  where  they  export  this  soap  ;  or  <3)  it  might  have 
been  in  some  bag3  of  necessaries  which  were  made  under 
the  supervision  of  Mrs.  R.  C.  Wren  at  Westcliff  for  the 
Red  Cross  hospitals.  The  soao  has  an  attractive  wrapper 
printed  in  red  and  gold,  and  the  cake  is  oval,  green  in 
colour,  and  very  fragrant ;  in  fact,  tempting  enough  to  eat. 
Perhaps  the  Turk  expected  to  make  a  meal  of  it. 

Professional  Chemists  and  the  War.— The  President  of 
the  Chemical  Society  (Dr.  A.  Scott,  F.R.S.)  has  issued  to  the 
Fellows  a  circular  asking  what  they  can  do  to  help  the  coun- 
try in  the  present  crisis.  In  pursuance  of  the  assurance 
given  to  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  the  Council 
of  the  Society  has  constituted  itself  a  consultative  body 
which  will  meet  at  frequent  intervals  to  consider,  organise, 
and  utilise  all  suggestions  and  inventions  which  may  be 
communicated  to  it  and  will  report  on  the  same  to  the 
proper  authorities.  Much  can  be  done  m  this  way  to 
relieve  the  overwrought  Government  departments  ot  work 
which  would  probably  appear  less  complex  to  such  Com- 
mittees of  chemical  experts.  The  Council  invite  the  fellows 
of  their  own  and  kindred  societies  to  forward  in  strict 
confidence  suggestions  and  inventions  for  its  careful  con- 
sideration. However  trivial  some  of  these  suggestions  may 
appear  if  taken  alone,  it  is  always  possible  that  when 
brought  into  correlation  with  others  they  may  lead  to  results 
of  great  value,  and  it  is  this  process  of  correlation  which

Birmingham. 

Colonel  Wyley,  V.D.,  F.C.S.,  Deputy  Provincial  Grand 
Master  of  Warwickshire  Masons,  assisted  at  the  laying 
of  the  foundation-stone  of  a  new  church  in  Edgbaston 
last  Saturday. 

The  all-round  increase  of  train  fares  in  Birmingham 
is  expected  to  have  the  effect  of  increasing  suburban  trade, 
for  in  mast  cases  a  shopping  journey  to  the  centre  of 
the  city  will  add  5cl.  to  the  purchases  of  each  person. 
Verb.  sap.  sat. 

The  Birmingham  Infirmary  has  been  converted  into  a 
military  hospital,  and  this  has  increased  the  duties  and 
responsibilities  of  the  dispenser  of  that  institution— Mr. 
Herbert  Eley— who  for  many  years  was  assistant  with 
Messrs.  Arblaster  &  Churchill. 

Mr.  Alexander  M.  Chance,  of  Chance  &  Hunt,  chemical- 
manufacturers,  Oldbury,  on  behalf  of  the  subscribers,  has 
presented  to  the  Birmingham  City  Council  33,611  square 
yards  of  land  adjoining  Warley  Park.  Mr.  Chance  has 
been  instrumental  in  obtaining  promises  from  citizens, 
firms,  and  other  bodies  of  a  sum  of  5,502/.  for  the  pur- 
chase of  the  land,  which  was  to  have  been  built  upon, 
and  would  have  encroached  on  the  amenities  of  the  park. 
The  gift  was  gratefully  accepted,  and  the  suggestion  was 
made  that  Mr.  Chance's  name  should  be  perpetuated  in 
connection  with  the  new  piece  of  woodland. 

The  death  of  O'Donovan  Rossa  recalls  his  connection 
with  the  Birmingham  dynamite-factorv  in  Ledsam  Street, 
which  was  seized  on  April  5,  1883,  when  a  man  named 
Alfred  Whitehead  was  caught  making  large  quantities 
of  nitroglycerin.  The  discovery  was  due  to  a  chemist's 
assistant  (Mr.  Gilbert  Pritchard),  who  informed  Detec- 
tive-Sergeant Price  of  his  suspicions.  Price  was  himself 
a  chemist  of  no  mean  order.  Abnormal  quantities  of 
chemicals  had  been  purchased,  and  the  shop  was  insigni- 
ficant. Price  _  recognised  that  the  materials  bought 
formed  the  chief  components  of  nitroglycerin.  White- 
head was  sent  to  penal  servitude  for  life. 

Liverpool. 

A  younger  brother  of  Mr.  H.  Humphreys  Jones,  F..CS., 
has  just  obtained  the  B.D.  degree  at  the  University  of 
Wales. 

Mr.  T.  H.  Swinton,  chemist,  Bootle,  whose  shop  is 
near  the  borough  baths,  displays  the  "  Chanswim  "  buoy 
and  bath-caps.  The  baths,  which  serve  Bootle,  Waterloo, 
Seaforth,  Litherland,  and  Great  Crosby,  are  much  pat- 
ronised by  schools  and  the  military. 

A  serious  fire  broke  out  during  the  night  of  July  8  on 
the  north  side  of  the  West  Float,  Birkenhead,  in  the 
Dock  Company's  sheds,  where  large  quantities  of  nitrate 
of  soda  was  stored.  It  took  the  Birkenhead  and  Wallasey 
fire-brigade  many  hours  to  obtain  mastery  of  the  fire, 
and  some  of  the  firemen  were  seriously  affected  by  the 
nitrous  fumes  evolved.  The  damage  "runs  into  many 
thousands  of  pounds. 

Mr.  Harold  Wyatt,  of  the  Merton  Pharmacy,  Bootle,  is 
practically  supporting  the  early-closing  movement  for  the 
trade  in  that  borough.    He  finds  that  the  early  closing 


by  neighbouring  tradesmen,  coupled  with  the  tendency 
to  devote  the  evenings  to  drill  or  to  the  making  of  muni- 
tions, leaves  him  few  customers  in  the  evenings.  Accord- 
ingh,  as  he  does  no  National  Insurance  dispensing,  he  is 
closing  in  advance  of  the  trade  hours  on  the  five  days 
other  than  the  half-holiday.  Mr.  Wyatt,  who  speaks 
French  and  Spanish  fluently,  has  a  considerable  business 
among  officers  and  crews  of  the  foreign  liners  entering  the 
north  docks  of  the  Mersey. 

Mr.  W.  Ashworth,  chemist,  Seaforth,  has  a  consider- 
able show  of  lawn  and  flower  seeds  in  handy  packets- 
good  lines  in  a  suburban  district  where  seedsmen  are  not 
prominent.  Lemonade-powder  surrounds  an  enormous 
artificial  lemon.  Another  window  is  devoted  to  life-tonic 
influenza-mixture,  and  sulphur-tablets  exposed  in  large 
boxes.  Mr.  Rutter,  chemist,  also  of  the  main  road  in  Sea- 
forth, displays  a  mirror  with  the  invitation,  "  Look  in  this 
mirror  and  see  if  your  teeth  are  white.  '  Zepto  '  whitens 
teeth  in  30  sees."  Mr.  G.  Inman,  chemist,  Dale  Street, 
Liverpool,  gives  much  window-space  to  Hygeia  salt,  bis- 
muthated-magnesia  tablets,  and  "Formalins  as  a  sub- 
stitute for  the  German  formamint."  R.  &  J.  Herman, 
chemists,  display  "  All  British  Pharmacies"  prominently 
in  their  Elliot  Street  branch,  together  with  shaving- 
requisites,  announcing  themselves  as  a  "  British  firm,  with 
British  capital,  British  goods,  and  British  assistants." 

Chemists  of  Liverpool  and  the  district  have  adopted 
an  unwritten  resolution  to  facilitate  each  other's  business, 
in  order,  as  far  as  practicable,  to  neutralise  the  effects  of 
the  war.  This  arrangement  led  last  Saturday  to  a  comedy 
of  errors.  A  wholesale  firm  delivered  a  large  package  of 
carbon  bisulphide  to  a  central  chemist,  who  took  it  in, 
"to  be  called  for"  by  a  Southport  chemist,  whose  pro- 
posed mode  of  conveyance  was  a  motor-car.  Soon  after 
the  package  had  been  deposited  behind  the  shop-door  a 
leak  was  perceptible.  The  chemist's  pet  aversion  is  the 
odour  of  carbon  bisulphide,  and  this  was  shared  by  all 
his  numerous  customers,  including  many  ladies  for  per- 
fumery, as  well  as  the  tenants  on  either  side,  and  by  the 
polic  e-constable  on  the  beat,  to  whom  the  passers-by  com- 
plained of  what  they  took  to  be  a  defective,  drain  or  an 
undiscovered  tragedy.  When  five  odorous  hours  had 
passed,  and  no  one  could  be  found  to  house  the  offending 
package,  the  half -suffocated  and  apologetic  chemist  had 
to  walk  the  street,  keeping  an  eye  on  the  shop.  Another 
hour  of  misery  passed,  then  a  carter  arrived  with  an 
account  of  the  breakdown  of  the  motor-car.  With  many 
suspicious  sniffs  on  the  part  of  his  horse,  the  carter  loaded 
up  and  headed  towards  Southport,  where  he  is  assumed 
to  have  arrived  safely.  People  have  since  been  calling 
daily  on  the  long-suffering  chemist,  asking  him  to  refrain 
from  trying  in  the  city  what  they  thought  to  be  experi- 
ments with  the  preparation  of  a  noxious  vapour  for 
national  defence. 

Hewcastle-on-Tyne. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Royal  Victoria  Infirmary  indi- 
cates that  during  the  past  year  forty  cases  of  poisoning 
were  admitted  to  the  institution,  and  three  of  the 
victims  died,  the  poisons  implicated  being  carbolic  acid' 
(two  cases)  and  hydrochloric  acid  (one  case).  The 
director  of  the  laboratory  (Dr.  H.  J.  Slade)  reports  that 
during  the  year  1,064  specimens  were  examined  in  the 
bacteriological  laboratory  and  reported  on,  a  decrease  of 
193  on  the  previous  year.  This  decrease,  it  is  stated, 
has  undoubtedly  been  caused  by  the  rearrangement  and 
curtailment  of  work  due  to  the  war.  The  expenditure  on 
the  surgery  and  dispensary  is  given  as  follows  :  Drugs, 
chemicals,  etc.,  2,379/.  ;  dressings,  bandages,  etc.,  2,197/.  ; 
instruments  and  appliances,  1,303/.  ;  wines  and  spirits, 
130/.  ;  sundries,  111/.  ;  total,  6,1217.— an  increase  of  511/. 
compared  with  the  previous  year. 

Sheffield. 

A  violent  storm  visited  Rotherham  recently,  when  much 
damage  was  done  by  flood  and  fire.  H.  Davy,  Ltd., 
chemists  and  druggists,  and  Boots  Cash  Chemists,  Ltd.,' 
were  among  those  who  suffered  most  severely. 

Miss  Mary  L.  Allan  has  been  appointed  second  assistant 
dispenser  by  the  Sheffield  Guardians  for  the  duration  of 
the  war  at  a  salary  of  100/.  per  annum.  Miss  Allan  has 
been  dispenser  at  the  City  Sanatorium,  Birmingham. 
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Mr.  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme,  J. P.,  Ph.C,  has  been 
nominated  by  the  Sheffield  Chemical  and  Pharmaceutical 
Society  as  its  representative  on  the  Court  of  Governors 
of  the  University  for  the  coming  three  years.  .  Mr.  News- 
holme  is  slowly  recovering  from  illness. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Meadowcroft,  Ph.C,  Abbey  Lane,  Wood- 
seats,  has  an  attractive  window-display  at  his  new  phar- 
macy. Mr.  Meadowcroft  is  specialising  in  optical  work, 
and  has  divided  his  large  window  into  two,  one  half, 
devoted  to  pharmaceutical  specialities,  opening  into  the 
pharmacy  proper,  and  the  other  half  containing  a  varied 
assortment  of  optical  goods,  opening  into  a  consulting 
room,  thus  keeping  the  two  departments  separate. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Ecclesall  Guardians  it  was 
resolved  that,  owing  to  the  extraordinary  and  unpre- 
cedented circumstances,  the  Board  suspend  the  rule  that 
applications  for  increase  of  salary  will  be  considered  only 
in  December  of  each  year  in  the  case  of  the  dispenser  at 
the  Ecclesall  institution.  The  salary  of  the  pharmacist, 
Mr.  E.  E.  Richards,  will,  therefore,  be  increased  as  recom- 
mended by  the  Hospital  Committee  [C.  db  D.,  June  26, 
p.  44). 

The  statement  of  accounts  for  the  year  ended  March  31. 
1915,  submitted  by  the  pharmacist  to  the  Sheffield  Union 
(Mr.  H.  Antcliffe)",  indicates  that  the  drug-account  for  the 
Union  amounted  to  1,896/.,  compared  with  1,914/.  for  the 
previous  year — a  decrease  of  18/.  The  hospital  account  is 
increased  by  106/.  for  the  year,  the  increase  being  due  to 
the  fact  that  the  treatment  of  wounded  soldiers  is  in- 
cluded. The  out-relief  accounts  show  a  decrease  of  127/., 
largely  due,  it  is  stated,  to  the  national  arrangements 
for  the  supply  of  drugs  and  medical  attention  to  depen- 
dants of  sailors  and  soldiers.  There  is  a  small  increase 
in  the  accounts  for  Firvale  House.  The  institutions  of 
the  Union  were  favourably  placed  in  regard  to  stock, 
both  drugs  and  dressings,  which  was  affected  by  the  war, 
and,  in  regard  to  dressings,  was  thus  enabled  to  carry  on 
till  the  sudden  demand  for  Army  supplies  had  been  met 
by  the  manufacturexs  and  prices  had  somewhat  settled. 
Struck  by  Lightning. 
On  Sunday  evening,  July  4,  Mr.  Alfred  Collins, 
•chemist  and  "druggist,  Corn  Market,  Pontefract,  opened 

his    shop     for  an 
hour      as  usual. 
During    that  time 
an  exceptionally 
severe  thunder- 
storm passed  over 
the      town.  Mr. 
Collins  was  stand- 
ing inside  his  shop, 
about  a  yard  from 
his  dispensing- 
screen,     when  he 
saw  a  vivid  flash  of 
lightning    strike  a 
card     hanging  on 
the  screen.  Upon 
the  card  were  nine 
eyebrow   -  pencils, 
each  enclosed  in  a 
nickelled    -  metal 
case.    The  electric 
discharge  produced 
on     the     card  a 
bright    blue  flame, 
and  it  was  hurled 
to  the  floor.  When 
picked  up  the  card 
was  quite  hot,  and 
it  was   found  that 
the  fatty  composition  of  the  pencils  had  been  melted. 
Mr.   Collins  sends  us  the  card,  and  we  have  had  the 
lower  half  of  it  photographed.    Not  only  was  the  card 
scorched  by  the  lightning,  but  the  melted  fatty  matter 
stained  the  card,  and  we  have  had  one  of  the  pencils 
pulled  out  so  as  to  show  how  half  of  it  was  melted  away. 
It  was  rather  an  alarming  experience  for  Mr.  Collins. 
Fortunately,  he  was  not  hurt,  and  no  other  damage  than 
this  that  we  show  was  done.

Receiving  Stolen  Medicines. 

Mr.  Stuart 
Deacon,  Stipendiary  Magistrate,  heard  evidence  in  a 
charge  against  William  Walford  Whittle,  chemist  and 
druggist,  215  Charnwood  Street,  Leicester,  of  feloniously 
receiving  certain  boxes  of  pills,  etc.,  to  the  value  of 
12/.  5s.,  the  property  of  Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb. 
Ltd.,  Liverpool.  The  case  was  a  sequel  to  the  convic- 
tion of  a  man  named  Gadsby  for  stealing  from  the  com- 
pany [C.  «(■  />..  June  12.  ]>.  35).  Gadsby  now  gave 
evidence  stating  that  he  had  for  sixteen  months  prior  to 
May  last  been  sending  to  Whittle  pills,  proprietary 
articles,  and  drugs  stolen  by  him  from  Evans  Sons  Lescher 
&  Webb,  Ltd.,  by  whom  he  was  employed,  and  had  sold 
them  to  Whittle  at  15  to  20  per  cent,  below  wholesale 
net  prices.  He  had  represented  to  Whittle  that  he  was 
buying  and  selling  salvage  and  bankrupt  stocks.  Defen- 
dant gave  evidence,  and  said  that  he  had  believed  Gadsby. 
His  first  transaction  with  Gadsby  was  the  purchase  ot 
salvage  goods  from  Gadsby 's  own  shop  where  he  formerly 
carried  on  business  near  Leicester.    Practically  all  pay- 
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ments  to  Gadsby  were  made  by  postal  order  or  money 
order.  Sometimes  Gadsby  sent  him  a  list  showing  the 
goods  he  had  for  despatch,  and  he  (Whittle)  ticked  oft 
the  articles  he  required  and  returned  the  list.  On  many 
occasions  he  received  parcels  from  Gadsby  and  did  not 
know  what  the  contents  were  until  he  opened  the  parcel. 
He  kept  no  books  and  had  no  invoices  or  receipts  for 
money  from  Gadsby,  and  no  accounts  were  rendered. 
Other  evidence  on  behalf  of  the  defendant  was  to  the 
effect  that  he  carries  on  a  large  business,  is  a  man  of 
good  character,  and  a  local  preacher.  The  Magistrate 
found  the  charge  proved,  and  imposed  a  fine  of  101.,  with 
ten  guineas  costs.    [Mr.  Whittle  has  entered  an  appeal] 

Miscellaneous. 

Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act. — Mr.  J.  W.  Johnston,  em- 
ployed with  Mr.  A.  M.  Yates,  Market  Place,  Manchester, 
has  been  granted  an  agri-horticultural  poison-licence. 

Kensington  Guardians  are  to  appoint  for  four  months 
a  qualified  dispenser  of  either  sex,  at  a  rate  not  exceeding 
257.  per  annum,  to  assist  Mr.  Heworth,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, at  the  infirmary. 

Brighton  Guardians  have  increased  the  salary  of  Mr. 
A.  W.  Bayley,  chemist  and  druggist,  dispenser  at  the  In- 
firmary, from  lOOi.  to  125?.  per  annum,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Local  Government  Board. 

Calomel  Ointment. — The  medical  officer  of  health  for 
the  City  of  London  (Dr.  W.  J.  Howarth)  has  reported  to 
the  Sanitary  Committee  that  one  sample  of  calomel  oint- 
ment was  purchased  for  analysis  last  month  and  it  was 
satisfactory. 

Chemists  Defrauded. — At  Surrey  Quarter  Sessions  on 
July  1,  Frederick  R.  Wake  was  sentenced  to  three  years' 
penal  servitude  for  stealing  a  bottle  of  Scott's  Emulsion 
and  16s.  4(7.  in  money  belonging  to  the  Timothy  White  Co., 
Ltd.,  Farnham  (C.  <£•  D.,  May  29,  p.  37). 

Motorist  Fined. — At  Manchester  last  week,  Mr.  Edwin 
Griffiths,  Ph.C,  Kidsgrove,  Staffs,  was  fined  27.,  with 
17.  Is.  advocate's  fees  and  5s.  witness's  expenses,  for  driving 
a  motor-cycle  and  sidecar  at  a  speed  dangerous  to  the 
public  at  Gorse  Hill,  Stretford,  on  June  10. 

Long-service  Awards. — Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  have 
presented  a  silver  salver  bearing  an  appropriate  inscription 
to  Mr.  Hourston  Hamlin,  and  a  gold  watch  to  Miss  Clara 
Shead,  on  the  occasion  of  each  of  them  completing  twenty- 
one  years'  service  at  the  Dartford  works  of  the  firm. 

A  Dividend  of  l^d.  in  the  pound  to  the  creditors  of  Walter 
Stuart  Mitchell,  chemist  and  druggist,  Egremont,  and  Sea- 
view  Road,  Liscard,  is  announced  by  the  Official  Receiver 
for  the  Liverpool  Bankruptcy  Court.  This  is  the  first  and 
final  dividend,  and  preferential  claims  have  been  paid  in 
full. 

Increase  in  Carriers'  Rates.— Carter,  Paterson  &  Co.. 
carriers,  London,  intimate  that  on  and  after  July  15  a 
further  advance  of  12|  per  cent,  on  their  present  rates  will 
be  necessary.  This  extra  charge  will  continue  to  operate 
until  the  increases  in  working-expenses  due  to  the  war 
return  to  the  normal. 

Poisoning  Cases.— Two  of  the  three  deaths  from  poisoning 
reported  during  the  week  were  suicidal  cases.  A  London 
telegraphist  died  from  the  combined  effects  of  poison 
(chlorodyne)  and  strangulation,  and  a  woman  at  Newcastle- 
on-Tyne  died  through  taking  prussic  acid.  A  Stoke  Newing- 
ton  woman  died  as  a  result  of  taking  an  overdose  of  veronal.

At  the  samo  timo 
Thomas  Armstrong  (14)  was  found  guilty  of  stealing  goods, 
value  10s.,  also  the  property  of  Mr.  Ridley,  and  Bertram 
Morgan  guilty  of  receiving  three  cameras.  Armstrong's 
father  was  ordered  to  pay  17.,  and  Morgan  was  fined  21. 
besides  being  placed  under  probation  for  six  months. 

Mother-craft  Exhibition. — At  the  Mother-craft  Exhibi- 
tion at  the  Passmore  Edwards  Settlement  on  July  6  Dr. 
Halford  Ross  lectured  on  "  Children  and  the  Fly  Peril," 
and  in  the  large  hall  there  were  exhibited  the  correct 
styles  of  feeding-bottles,  with  firm  teats  to  encourage 
the  baby's  jaws  to  work;  methods  of  sterilising  milk  in 
bottles ;  and  proper  clothing  for  babies.  On  July  7  Dr. 
Louis  Sambon  lectured  on  "  The  Protection  of  Children 
against  Insect-borne  Diseases,"  and  Dr.  Eric  Pritchard 
demonstrated  home  methods  of  sterilising  infants'  food.

The  Storage  of  Petrol. 

At  the  monthly  meeting  of  Belfast  Corporation  on  July  1, 
the  minutes  of  the  Police  Committee,  which  were  adopted, 
•contained  the  following  : 

"The  town  solicitor  reported  that,  as  instructed  by  the 
Committee's  resolution,  he  had  considered  the  facts  as 
reported  to  him  regarding  the  keeping  of  petrol  at  the 
premises  of  Mr.  Samuel  Gibson  (druggist),  King  Street, 
without  a  licence  from  the  Council,  and  he  was  of  opinion, 
on  the  evidence  submitted  to  him,  that  Mr.  Gibson  had 


committed  an  offence  and  rendered  himself  liable  to  be 
prosecuted  under  the  provisions  of  the  Petroleum  Acts.  The 
town  solicitor  informed  the  Committee  of  the  action  taken 
by  the  Corporation  since  the  passing  of  the  1911  Act  with 
reference  to  the  proposed  acquisition  of  the  property  occu- 
pied by  Mr.  Gibson  for  street-widening  purposes,  and  in 
respect  of  which  an  arrangement  had  been  come  to  a  short 
time  since.  The  Committee  having  discussed  the  question 
of  instituting  proceedings  against  Mr.  Gibson  for  keeping 
petrol  without  a  licence  from  the  Council,  it  was  resolved 
that  in  view  of  the  special  circumstances  in  regard  to  the 
acquisition  of  the  property  by  the  Corporation,  action  be  not 
taken  against  Mr.  Gibson  for  having  stored  petrol  at  his 
premises  in  King  Street  without  a  licence  from  the  Council, 
but  that  Mr.  Gibson  be  informed  that  unless  he  ceases  to 
keep  the  substance  until  a  proper  store  has  been  provided 
and  a  licence  taken  out  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Petroleum  Acts  proceedings  will  be  instituted  against 
him." 

A  second  minute  contained  Mr.  Gibson's  reply,  which 
was  to  the  effect  that  he  had  a  few  gallons  of  petrol  stored 
for  private  use,  but  not  for  sale,  and  he  has  had  it 
removed  to  his  private  residence  outside  the  city.

etc.  The  proposition  was  carried  nem.  con.,  and  a  small 
Committee,  consisting  of  the  President,  Messrs.  Dell,  Fer- 
guson, Petrie,  and  Aitken,  was  elected  to  go  into  the 
matter  of  forming  the  club  and  other  details.  The  question 
of  removing  to  larger  and  more  central  rooms  was  then 
brought  up,  and  it  was  decided  to  leave  the  matter  in  the 
hands  of  the  newly-appointed  Social  Club  Committee  to 
deal  with,  as  to  develop  the  social  side  of  the  Society  it 
will  be  imperative  to  have  better  rooms.  Dr.  Froembling 
then  gave  a  lecture  on  "The  Botany  and  Materia  Medica 
of  the  New  B.P."  He  gave  a  short  resume  of  the  sources 
and  uses  of  the  different  drugs  mentioned  in  the  new  B.P., 
going  particularly  into  the  history  of  the  additions.  Speci- 
mens of  these  drugs  were  at  the  same  time  handed  round. 
Some  of  these  were  very  fine,  particularly  that  of  the  Capo 
gum,  which  was  equal  to  any  specimen  of  gum  arabic  that 
one  finds  in  commerce  ;  in  fact,  several  specimens  of  Cape 
drugs  were  shown  which  Dr.  Froembling  thought  might 
very  well  be  included  in  the  next  B.P  It  is  to  be  regretted 
that  the  meeting  was  somewhat  sparsely  attended,  as  it 
was  both  instructive  and.  entertaining.  Dr.  Froembling 
must  have  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  in  getting  his  notes 
together  and  arranging  the  specimens.  The  President  pro- 
posed a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  Dr.  Froembling,  which 
was  carried  unanimously.  Before  the  meeting  terminated 
Mr.  Dell  proposed  "  That  in  view  of  the  earlier  closing 
of  chemists'  shops,  future  meetings  start  at  8  p.m."  After 
some  discussion  it  was  decided  to  leave  the  matter  for  the 
Council  to  deal  with. 


Legal  Reports. 


Cape  Province. 

Shop  Houks.—  Although  the  Cape  Town  City  Council 
Slave  not  yet  given  notice  of  their  intention  to  put  the  Shop 
Hours  Act  in  force,  most  of  the  city  and  suburban  chemists 
have  started  closing  at  the  hours  laid  down  in  the  Act 
The  public  were  more  or  less  expecting  this  to  have  occurred 
on  June  1,  and  it  is  just  as  well,  perhaps,  not  to  disappoint 
tihem. 

Business  is  Still  Good  with  us,  writes  our  Cape  Town 
correspondent,  although  we  are  now  feeling  the  shortage  ot 
stock  more  than  at  any  period  since  the  war  started,  and 
it  is  quite  possible  that  as  time  goes  on  we  shall  feel  it 
more  so.  This  can  readily  be  understood  when  it  is  con- 
sidered that  we  are  dependent  on  England  for  practically 
all  our  supplies.  Mag.  sulph.  to-day  (June  19)  is  40s.  per 
«wt.,  and  then  14  lb.  is  supplied  to  one  customer.  Phenazone 
is  38s.  per  lb. 

Transvaal. 

W.  N.  Cqoper,  chemist  and  druggist,  West  End, 
Kimberley,  was  returned  on  June  10  by  a  majority  of  293 
over  his  opponent  as  a  member  of  the  City  Council.  Mr. 
Cooper  had  been  nominated  by  the  Ratepayers'  Association 
and  his  opponent  by  the  Labour  Party,  and  an  unusual 
amount  of  interest  was  taken  in  the  contest,  particularly 
<by  the  lady  voters. 

B.P.  Comparisons.— The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  the 
'Transvaal  has  issued  an  eight-page  memorandum  on  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia,  1914.  The  introduction,  signed  by 
Mr.  H.  Wheildon,  the  President  of  the  Society,  reviews  the 
changes  and  refers  to  the  necessity  of  avoiding  the  use  of 
•trade-mark  names  for  synthetic  remedies.  There  follows  a 
table  of  important  alterations  in  galenicals,  and  this  is 
followed  by  a  list  of  chemical  equivalents  and  non-pro- 
prietary names  for  synthetic  chemicals. 


Cape  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

A  General  Meeting  of  the  Cape  Pharmaceutical  Society 
was  held  in  the  Society's  rooms,  65  Hout  Street,  on  June  18. 
There  were  present:  Mr.  James  Sloan  (President),  Mr 
James  Dell  (Vice-President),  Dr.  Froembling,  Messrs. 
Aitken,  Edmeades,  Petrie,  Ferguson  (Petersen.  Ltd.), 
Ware,  Mann,  Gannon,  Austin  Thomas,  and  others. 
The  first  item  on  the  agenda  was  "The  formation  of  a 
social  club."  Mr.  Ferguson,  in  proposing  this,  said  that 
the  social  side  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  been 
much  neglected,  and  he  thought  that  a  little  more  social 
union  among  the  members  of  the  Society  would  be  sure  to 
increase  the  good  feeling  that  exists,  and  probably  when 
the  social  side  is  developed  more  chemists  would  join  the 
Society.  Now  that  earlier  closing  was  an  accomplished 
fact  better  opportunities  would  prevail  for  social  functions, 


Trade  Law. 

A  Price-list  Dispute.  — The  Manufacturers'  Prices  Cur- 
rent, Ltd.,  were  the  plaintiffs  and  Burgoyne,  Burbidges  & 
Co.  the  defendants  in  a  motion  which  came  before  Mr. 
Justice  Younger  in  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High 
Court,  London,  on  Friday,  July  2,  the  plaintiffs  asking  for 
an  injunction  restraining  the  defendants  from  publishing 
certain  matters  which  were  alleged  to  be  an  infringement 
of  the  plaintiffs'  rights.  Mr.  Clausen,  K.C.,  for  the  plain- 
tiffs, asked  that  the  motion  should  stand  over  for  a  fortnight 
for  the  convenience  of  Mr.  Henry  Terrell,  K.C.,  M.P.,  who 
is  on  military  service.  The  defendants  had  given  an  under- 
taking on  certain  terms  which  were  satisfactory.  His 
Lordship  assented  to  a  fortnight's  adjournment. 

Essence  of  Coffee.— Sheriff  Shennan,  sitting  at  Hamilton 
on  June  28,  gave  judgment  on  a  summons,  under  Section  6 
of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1875,  issued  against 
William  Low  &  Co.,  grocers,  Wishaw,  for  selling,  in  re- 
sponse to  a  demand  for  a  bottle  of  coffee,  a  bottle  labelled 
"  Finest  Essence  of  Coffee,"  containing  1  part  of  coffee 
to  2^  parts  of  chicory.  His  Lordship  held  that  the  vendors 
had  followed  the  universal  custom  of  the  district  by  supply- 
ing _  a  bottle  _  of  coffee  and  chicory  93  labelled.  In  the 
addition  of  chicory  in  this  case  there  was  no  proof  of  fraud, 
and  a  conviction  could  not  be  established  on  the  figures  of 
analysis  alone.  In  his  opinion,  sellers  should  be  required 
to  state  the  approximate  proportions  of  ingredients  in 
mixed  articles.    He  found  the  charge  not  proven. 

Attempted   Exportation   of   Novocain.  —  At  Marl- 
jorough  Street  Police  Court,  London,  on  July  7,  Herbert 
Arthur  Edwards,   Alston  House,  Newman  Street,  Oxford 
Street,  was  summoned  for  aiding  and  abetting  the  Dental 
Manufacturing  Co.,  Ltd.,  Newman  Street  (of  which  he  is 
managing  director),   to  commit  the  offence  of  sending  a 
parcel  of  novocain  to  the  post-office,  70  Oxford  Street,  to 
be  shipped  for  exportation,  an  Order  having  been  issued 
prohibiting  the  exportation  of  that  drug.    The  company 
was  also  summoned  for  causing  the  novocain  to  be  sent,  and 
for  causing  a  false  declaration  to  be  made  as  to  the  con- 
tents of  the  parcel.    The  Commissioners  of  Customs  and 
Excise  prosecuted,  and  on  their  behalf  it  was  explained  that 
the  parcel  contained  1,000  tubes  of  the  drug,  and  was  sent 
to  Liverpool  for  exportation  to  Toronto,  the  label  on  it 
containing  the  words  "  Dentists'  Sundries."    When  opened 
it  was  found  to  contain  novocain.    For  the  defence  it  was 
stated  that  the  thing  occurred  through   an  oversight.  A 
fine  of  50^.,   with  ten  guineas  costs,  was  imposed  on  the 
company  for  causing  the  novocain  to  be  sent. 

The  Month's  Notice  to  Assistants.—  At  Kanturk 
Quarter  Sessio  is  on  June  26,  Mr.  Henry  C.  Meyrick,  Ph.C, 
sued  Sullivan  Bros.,  The  Pharmacy,  Newmarket,  for  11.  6.s. 

arrears  of  salary  and  commission.  The  defendants' 
solicitor  paid  11.  2s.  bd.  into  court.  On  behalf  of  the  plain- 
tiff it  was  stated  that  he  entered  into  an  agreement  with 
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the  defendants  on  November  6,  1914,  to  act  as  manager  of 
the  Newmarket  Pharmacy  and  Drug-store  for  six  months 
at  a  salary  of  21.  per  week  with  10  per  cent,  on  dental 
work.  He"  left  on  April  26,  and  contended  that  he  had  not 
had  adequate  notice.  The  Recorder  of  Cork,  who,  with 
two  other  magistrates,  heard  the  case,  fixed  the  arrears 
duo  at  1/.  7s.  6J.,  and  from  the  21.  commission  for  dental 
work  ho  deducted  17s.  6(7.,  being  defendants'  counter-claim. 
In  his  judgment  there  was  a  dismissal  without  the  requisite 
month's  notice,  but  he  took  into  consideration  in  assessing 
damages  that  the  plaintiff  had  gone  into  other  employment 
on  May  1.  As  plaintiff  was  paid  on  April  27,  that  left  three 
days  before  May  1,  for  which  he  allowed  17.,  this  bringing 
the  total  claim  to  37.  10.S.,  for  which  he  gave  a  decree,  with 
II.  expenses. 

Xiiebig's  Extract  of  Meat  Co.,  Xt3.,  22  Thames  House, 
London,  E.C.,  were  awarded  1,500/.  damages  against  the 
printers  and  publishers  of  "John  Bull"  by  a  special  jury 
sitting  with,  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  in  the  King's  Bench 
Division  on  Monday,  July  5.  The  plaintiffs'  claim  was 
for  damages  for  libel,  their  allegation  being  that  in  the 
issue  of  "John  Bull"  of  March  27  the  defendants  had 
libelled  them  by  suggesting  that  they  had  been  guilty  of 
treason  and  trading  with  the  enemy.  It  appeared  that  a 
"commissioner"  employed  by  "John  Bull"  noticed  a 
collection  of  war  trophies  in  the  office  window  of  a  Croydon 
newspaper,  and  among  them  was  a  satchel  containinj 
number  of  emergency  rations,  including  a  tin  of  meat 
extract  made  by  the  plaintiffs.  This  belonged  to  a  soldier 
home  from  the  war,  and  had  been  supplied  to  him  by  the 
British  Government.  The  "commissioner"  apparently 
imagined  the  satchel  to  be  one  issued  by  the  German 
Government  to  its  men,  and  a  statement  to  this  effect 
appeared  in  "John  Bull,"  but  an  explanation  and 
apology  wore  subsequently  published.  Mr.  R.  L.  J. 
Gillingham,  for  thirty-six  years  in  the-  employ  of 
the  plaintiff  company,  said  there  was  not  the  slightest 
truth  in  the  allegations  made  by  "John  Bull."  Since  the 
war  broke  out  the  company  had  paid  employes  serving  at 
the  Front  wages  amounting  to  about  5,0007.  Eventually 
the  jury  awarded  the  plaintiffs  1,500/.  damages,  and  judg- 
ment was  entered  accordingly. 

Are  Travellers  Weekly  Servants  ?— In    the    City  of 
London  Court,  before  Judge  Rentoul,  K.C.,  and  a  jury,  on 
July  1,  Mr.  Harry  N.  Newman,  Harrow,  brought  an  action 
agi'inst  W.    Q.    Rowett  and  L.  S.    Macphail,   trading  as 
Rowett,    Macphail  &  Co.  and  the  Pure  Aeration  Supply 
(London),      manufacturers,     19     Eastcheap,     to  recover 
41/.  18s.  9(7.,  salary  due  and  damages  for  terminating  his 
employment.    The  question   for  the  Court  to  decide  was 
whether  plaintiff,  who  was  a  commercial  traveller  in  the 
employment  of  the  defendants,  received  reasonable  notice 
terminating  his  employment.    In  March  plaintiff  saw  an 
advertisement  for  a  traveller,  as  defendants  wanted  one  who 
would  call  on  chemists,  grocers,  stores,  etc.,  for  the  sale 
of  their  sparklets,  flasks,  etc.,  offering  250/.  to  3O07.  a  year. 
Plaintiff  had  had  twenty  years'  experience  on  the  road  as  a 
traveller  in  various  trades,  which  he  thought  would  be  of 
assistance  in  the  defendants'    business.       The  defendants 
engaged  him  as  a  commercial  traveller  at  a  salary  of  57 
a  week  and  "  reasonable  travelling  expenses,''  particulars 
of  which  were  to  be  given  every  Friday.    Plaintiff  entered 
upon  his  duties,  and  his  sales  soon  showed  an  improvement 
By  the  second  week  in  May  the  parties  did  not  get  on  very 
amicably   and    disputes    occurred.      Friction  ensued,  and 
defendants  gave  plaintiff  a  week's  notice  to  terminate  his 
engagement  when  he  was  at   Darlington.    Plaintiff's  case 
was  that  this  was  not  a  reasonable  notice,  and  he  claimed 
damages  and  salary  due.    The  jury  found  that  the  plaintiff 
was  engaged  at  57.  'a  week,  but  that  there  was  no  agreement 
as  to  notice.    If  a  reasonable  notice  was  to  be  given  then 
it  was  a   month's   notice.    Upon   this  Mr.  _  Stuart  Bevan 
asked  for  judgment  for  the  defendants,  saying  that  in  all 
cases   where  a  traveller  receives  a  month's  notice  he 
employed   at  a  yearly  salary.    The  jury  had  found  that 
plaintiff   was   engaged  at  5/.    a   week.      Accordingly  his 
Honour  said  he  must  enter  judgment  for  the  defendants, 
with  costs,  after  considering  all  the  legal  decisions  cited  to 
him.

Pharmaceutical  Society 

of  Great  Britain. 
Council-meeting. 

THE  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  on  July  7 
at  16  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.  The  Phar- 
macy Board  of  Victoria  wrote  in  regard  to  the  suggested 
admission  to  the  register  of  Army  compounders,  pointing 
out  that  if  this  took  place  it  would  endanger  the  present 
reciprocity  arrangements.  Mr.  Woolcock  mentioned  that 
a  total  of  850/.  has  been  received  from  Australian  phar- 
macists towards  the  Belgian  Doctors'  and  Pharmacists' 
Relief  Fund.  Delegates  were  appointed  to  the  British  Phar- 
maceutical Conference  meeting  in  London  next  week. 
Grants  amounting  to  103/.  were  made  from  the  Benevolent 
Fund.  Miss  Dorothy  Alice  Bills  and  David  Page  were 
awarded  Jacob  Bell  scholarships,  and  the  announcement 
was  also  made  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy  prize  awards. 
A  rearrangement  was  sanctioned  of  the  subscriptions  to 
the  Royal  Botanical  Society  and  the  Chelsea  Physic 
Gardens.  The  Local  Associations  Executive  Committee 
considered  the  question  of  price-protection  which  is  to 
come  before  the  annual  meeting  this  week  of  the  Pro- 
prietary Articles  Trade  Association.  The  Society  has 
been  asked  to  assist  the  Chemical  Society  Committee  of 
experts  in  examining  technical  inventions. 

The  Councillors  present  were  :  Mr.  E.  White  (President), 
Mr.  E.  T.  Neathercoat  (Vice-President),  Mr.  W.  H. 
Gibson  (Treasurer),  and  Messrs.  F.  E.  Bilson,  A.  S.  Camp- 
kin,  W.  G.  Cross,  J.  H.  Cuff,  W.  L.  Carrie,  F.  J. 
Gibson,  R.  L.  Gifford,  J.  P.  Gilmour,  A.  Hagon,  J.  F. 
Harrington,  J.  Harrison,  L.  M.  Parry,  F.  A.  Rogers, 
P.  F.  Rowsell,  F.  P.  Sargeant,  T.  A.  White,  and  J.  R. 
Young. 

Elections  and  Restorations. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  having  been  read, 
the  President  said  he  had  received  a  letter  from  Mr. 
J.  Keall  regretting  his  inability  to  be  present,  owing  to 
the  serious  illness  of  his  father. 

A  number  of  members  were  elected,  and  186  members 
were  restored  to  their  former  positions.  Two  names  were 
restored  to  the  Register  of  Chemists  and  Druggists. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  he  had  during  the  past 
month  registered  thirty-five  apprentices  or  students. 
Correspondence. 

The  Pharmacy  Board  of  Victoria  sent  a  communication 
regarding  the  possibility  of  Army  compounders  and 
Apothecaries'  Hall  assistants  being  admitted  to  the 
Register  of  Chemists  and  Druggists.  It  was  pointed 
out  that  the  admission  of  persons  of  such  inferior  quali- 
fications would  seriously  endanger  the  reciprocity  pro- 
visions which  exist  between  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Gseat  Britain  and  the  Pharmacy  Board  of  Victoria.  The 
letter  had  been  provisionally  acknowledged  and  an  extract 
enclosed  from  the  President's  speech  on  this  matter  at 
the  annual  meeting  in  May.  The  Secretary  was  further 
instructed  to  ask  the  Pharmacy  Board  of  Victoria  to  send 
their  protest  to  the  Colonial  Office. 

Mr.  Woolcock  reported  that  a  further  contribution 
towards  the  Belgian  Doctors'  and  Pharmacists'  Relief 
Fund  had  been  received  through  the  Queensland  Govern- 
ment, bringing  the  amount  of  subscriptions  from  Aus- 
tralia to  850/. 

The  North  British  Branch  forwarded  a  report  of  the 
meeting  of  the  Executive  on  June  23,  and  also  the 
result  of  the  election  of  the  Executive  and  officers  for 
the  ensuing  year.  Mr.  Currie  referred  to  the  election  of 
Mr.  D.  Gilmour  as  Chairman,  and  said  the  choice  had 
given  great  satisfaction.  It  will  be  to  the  great  advan- 
tage of  the  Society  to  have  as  Chairman  of  the  North 
British  Branch  a  man  of  such  wide  experience  of  public 
matters. 


In  response  to  an  invitation,  the  Council  appointed  the 
President,  Vice-President,  and  Messrs.  Bilson,  Cross, 
Currie,  Gilmour,  Harrington,  and  Rowsell  as  delegates 
to  the  meeting  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 
next  week.  Mr.  Woolcock  was  also  requested  to  attend. 
Finance. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Gibson,  the  Treasurer,  presented  the 
report  of  the  Finance  Committee.  The  receipts  of  the 
General  Fund  during  the  month  were  2,957/.  10s.  lid.,. 
made  up  as  follows  :  Penalties  and  costs,  111/.  9s.  6d. ; 
"Journal,"  47/.  Is.  2d.  ;  B.P.  Codex,  17/.  10s.  lid. ; 
subscriptions,  250/.  19s.  ;  registration-fees,  73/.  10s.  ; 
restoration-fees,  1/.  Is.  ;  certificates  of  qualification. 
3/.  19s. ;  election  of  Pharmaceutical  Committees, 
3/.  18s.  4(/.  ;  examination-fees,  2,436/.  ;  school-fees- 
12/.  12s.  After  deducting  the  payments  ordered  at  the 
last  meeting  of  the  Council  a  balance  remained  in  hand 
of  1,963/.  4s.  9<7.  The  amounts  recommended  for  pay- 
ment amounted  to  1,538/.  9s.  Id.,  made  up  as  follows  : 
"Journal"  and  publications,  280/.  lis.  lOd. ;  stationery, 
etc.,  52/.  10s.  ;  current  expenses,  700/.  ;  salaries,  etc., 
343/.

In  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report,  the  Treasurer 
said  the  receipts  of  the  General  Fund  were  very  satis- 
factory, and  the  amount  received  for  examinations  was 
more  substantial  than  it  had  been  for  some  years  past. 
The  balance  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  was  218/. ,  less  than 
at  the  corresponding  period  last  year.  Contributions 
towards  the  fund  had  been  received  from  Taylor's  Drug 
Co.,  Ltd.,  10  guineas;  F.  A.  Williamson  (from  weighing- 
machine),  7s 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Benevolence. 

Mr.  Rogers,  Chairman  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Com- 
mittee, moved  the  adoption  of  the  report,  which  recom- 
mended grants  to  applicants  amounting  to  103/.  This 
year,  said  Mr.  Rogers,  is  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the 
granting  of  annuities  from  the  Benevolent  Fund,  and  ; 
although  it  is  a  difficult  time  to  bring  forward  new 
schemes,  he  hoped  soon  to  place  before  the  Council  ai 
scheme  to  put  the  Benevolent  Fund  on  a  more  satis- 
factory basis. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Library  Committee. 

The  President  then  presented  the  report  of  the  Library, 
Mu-eum,  School,  and  House  Committee.  The  report 
referred  to  matters  of  detail  connected  with  the  school, 
library,  and  museums,  and  approved  of  an  account  for 
5/.  2s.  for  house  repairs  It  also  contained  a  report  by 
the  President  regarding  the  relation  of  the  Society  to  the 
Royal  Botanic  Society  and  the  Chelsea  Physic  Garden. 
It  was  recommended  that  in  future  the  subscription  to 
the  Royal  Botanic  Society  should  be  ten  guineas  (it  has 
been  twenty  guineas  in  the  past),  as  the  Botanic  Gardens 
are  not  used  by  the  students  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy, 
but  only  for  the  supply  of  specimens  for  examination- 
purposes.  This  subscription  will  be  charged  to  the  exami- 
nation account.  It  is  also  proposed  to  subscribe  ten 
guineas  to  the  Chelsea  Physic  Garden,  upon  the  Board 
of  Management  of  which  the  Society  has  a  representative. 
As  this  would  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  students  of  the 
School  of  Pharmacy  it  will  be  charged  against  the  school. 
The  other  matters  dealt  with  inthei  report  were  the 
negotiations  respecting  the  Paddington  Green  property 
and  the  supply  of  Army  exemption-badges  for  chemists' 
assistants.  The  last  matter  was  left  with  the  President 
to  deal  with. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Parliamentary  ano  General  Purposes  Committee. 

The  report  of  this  Committee  stated  that  Mr.  Glyn- 
Jones,  the  Parliamentary  Secretary,  attended  and  re- 
ported on  the  Finance  Act  so  far  as  it  affects  pharmacy. 
A  communication  was  received  from  the  Chemists'  Dental 
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Society  respecting  tho  prejudicial  nature  as  regards 
chemists  of  the  Dentists  Bill  which  is  being  promoted 
by  the  British  Dental  Association.  The  matter  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Law  Committee. 

Local  Associations    Executive  Committee. 

The  report  of  this  Committee  also  formed  part  of  the 
Parliamentary  and  General  Purposes  Committee's  report. 
It  stated  that  it  is  inexpedient  at  the  present  time 
to  press  for  a  special  modification  of  the  Drug  Tariff 
in  respect  of  unstarred  items.  There  was  also  embodied 
in  it  a  report  of  a  conference  with  a  deputation  on  price 
protection  held  on  June  9.  The  deputation  complained 
that  no  action  had  been  taken  regarding  the  resolution  on 
price-protection  which  was  forwarded  to  the  Executive 
Committee  last  October. 

The  Vice-President  reported  to  the  Conference  upon 
the  action  taken  by  the  Local  Associations  Executive  in 
the  matter  of  this  resolution.  He  said  that  at  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Executive  which  considered  the  communication 
there  were  present  accredited  representatives  of  corporate 
bodies  as  well  as  retail  pharmacists,  and  the  questions 
involved  were  freely  discussed,  with  the  result  that  it 
was  decided  to  send  to  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade 
Association  a  suggestion  that  that  body  should  approach 
the  Company  Chemists'  Association,  Ltd.,  inviting  them 
to  co-operate  on  the  lines  indicated  in  the  resolution.  The 
P.A.T.A.  reported  that  they  had  communicated  with  the 
Association  referred  to,  and  the  reply  received  was  read  to 
the  Conference.  The  whole  question  was  then  discussed 
in  all  its  bearings  by  the  conference,  and  it  was  decided 
that  a  resolution  should  be  moved  at  the  forthcoming 
annual  meeting  of  the  P.A.T.A.  urging  Local  Associations 
to  consider  what  steps  they  could  best  take,  locally,  to 
increase  the  number  of  articles  on  the  P.A.T.A.  list, 
especially  to  secure  that  members  of  the  Local  Asso- 
ciations should  individually  communicate  with  non- 
protecting  proprietors  their  views  on  this  subject.  It 
was  further  decided  that  if  the  resolution  was  carried 
the  P.A.T.A.  should  be  asked  to  request  the  Local 
Associations  Executive  to  pass  it  on  to  each  of  the  Local 
Associations,  with  a  recommendation  that  the  action 
desired  meets  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive.  The 
deputation  was  satisfied  that  the  Executive  Committee 
had  taken  action,  but  suggested  that  they  should  have 
reported  before  to  the  Price  Protection  Committee.  The 
President  agreed  with  the  members  of  the  deputation 
that  the  Executive  should  consider  whether  it  is  con- 
stituted on  the  best  basis  for  dealing  with  matters  not 
appropriate  for  discussion  or  action  by  the  official  body, 
and  that  the  matter  should  be  brought  up  at  the  next 
Conference.  The  Committee  recommended  that  the  Asso- 
ciations should  be  furnished  with  official  guidance  in 
regard  to  the  filling-np  of  the  forms  to  be  issued  under 
the  National  Register  Bill.

Other  Matters. 

The  staff  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy  was  reappointed. 

Mr.  E.  M.  Holmes  was  appointed  examiner  to  conduct 
the  herbarium  competition. 

The  Chemical  Society  asked  the  assistance  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  in  its  new  duties  as  a  Consulta-

B.P.  Notes. 

By  "  Abel  Scholar." 


~Nux  Vomica  Assay. 
The  alkaloidal  residue,  after  the  nitric-acid  treatment  pre- 
scribed by  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  is  of  an  orange-red 
colour  sometimes,  and  even  lemon-yellow,  but  never  white. 
Is  it  pure  strychnine,  or  is  it  mixed  with  something  else 
which  is  weighed  as  strychnine  ?  Probably  the  latter,  and, 
if  so,  a  defective  system. 

Too  Varied  Acid  Strengths. 
The  strengths  of  sulphuric  acid  required  in  the  new 
B.P.  are  almost  legion.  Could  not  some  of  the  volumetric 
solutions  be  utilised  for  such  as  the  assay  processes  ?  In 
the  liquid  ext.  of  nux  vomica  assay  15  c.c.  of  3  per  cent, 
by  weight  sulphuric  acid  is  used,  and  previously  three 
successive  portions  of  10  c.c.  of  decinormal  sulphuric  acid 
are  also  required.  Would  it  not  have  been  better  to  say 
in  the  former  instance  10  c.c.  of  normal  sulphuric  acid 
diluted  with  5  c.c.  of  distilled  water? — which  is  practically 
the  same  or  as  near  as  does  not  matter. 

Do  we  Profit  by  Past  Experience? 
It  was  shown  many  years  ago  that  it  is  not  necessary 
to  remove  the  fixed  oil  from  stramonium-seeds  when  pre- 
paring the  tincture,  and  in  the  1885  B.P.  note  was  made 
of  this.  The  extract  was,  however,  prepared  from  the 
seeds,  after  the  removal  of  the  oil  (and  other  important 
constituents)  by  means  of  ether,  and  then  exhausting  them 
with  the  same  menstruum  as  was  used  for  the  tincture. 
All  this  was  changed  in  the  B.P.  1898,  the  tincture  being 
made  from  the  leaves  and  the  extract  from  the  seeds 
(containing  the  oil).  The  evil  still  remains  in  the  1914 
work — not  in  the  case  of  stramonium,  for  the  tincture  is 
still  made  from  the  dried  leaves,  while  the  extract  has 
disappeared — but  in  the  case  of  the  strophanthus  prepara- 
tions, which,  in  the  light  of  both  recent  and  earlier  re- 
searches, certainly  require  overhauling.  The  result  is  that 
should  anyone  desire  to  examine  commercial  samples  of 
these  potent  preparations  very  variable  results  indeed  will 
be  obtained.  Milk  sugar  is  still  used  as  a  diluent  for 
extracts,  although  it  has  been  shown  to  be  objectionable  in 
several  ways,  notably  in  increasing  their  hygroscopic 
character.

Duty-free  Alcohol  in  Hospitals 

takes  on  a  very  sinister  aspect 
in  the  light  of  Mr.  Glyn-Jones's  great  speech  in  the  House 
of  Commons  last  week.  The  idea  has  been  most  effec- 
tively disposed  of  so  far  as  those  members  are  concerned 
who  heard  the-  speech  or  who  have  taken  the  trouble  to 
read  it,  and  I  shall  be  surprised  if  it  is  ever  raised  again 
in  the  lifetime  of  the  present  Parliament.  One  never 
knows,  of  course,  what  opportunities  may  arise  in  con- 
nection with  Bills  that  are  presented  to  the  House  one 
day,  and  passed  the  next,  without  opportunity  for  con- 
sidered discussion,  and  there  is  no  saying  what  attempts 
may  be  made  by  enthusiastic  cranks  who  take  up  a 
plausible  idea  and  go  off  at  half-cock.  But  Mr.  Glyn- 
Jones  has  done  more  than  kill  the  idea  of  duty-free 
alcohol  in  hospitals  :  he  has  gone  far  to  do  the  same 
service  for  any  claim  for 

Free  Alcohol  in  Pharmacy, 

which  really  runs  very  much  on 
all-fours  with  the  other.  Only  a  few  weeks  ago  I  was 
myself  foreshadowing  an  extension  of  the  notion  of  a 
reduced  duty  on  alcohol  used  in  medicine,  but  I  confess 
my  study  of  the  subject  was  only  of  the  most  superficial 
character.  An  impartial  view  of  the  arguments  sub- 
mitted last  week  makes  it  clear  that  if  public  money  is 
to  be  handed  over  to  hospitals  (or  in  aid  of  the  Insurance 
Drug  Fund)  it  must  be  done  in  some  way  less  insidious, 
and  less  likely  to  do  harm,  than  that  brought  forward 
last  week.  May  I  add  a  word  expressive  of  admiration 
for  the  service  done  to  the  country  by  Mr.  Glyn-Jones, 
and  for  the  great  ability  shown  by  him  in  his  singularly 
complete  and  masterly  analysis  of  the  perils  of  the  pro- 
posal ? 

"An  Amurath  an  Amurath  Succeeds" 

was  spoken  of  the 
.Sultans  of  Turkey,  men  who  no  doubt  resembled  each 
other  in  character  as  in  name.  We  have  a  double  variant 
of  the  phrase  in  the  permutations  by  which  a  Gilmour 
succeeds  a  Gilmour  in  the  chair  of  the  Scottish  Executive 
and  in  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  The 
situation  is  very  unusual,  for  surely  it  is  unprecedented 
to  hud  two  men  of  the  same  name  exchanging  positions. 
Unlike  as  the  two  men  are  in  some  respects — the  one  stern, 
solid,  durus  (Scottice,  dour),  the  other  lively,  imagina- 
tive sparkling— they  are  remarkably  similar  in  this  :  that 
both  are  strongly  individualistic,  nationalistic,  and  argu- 
mentative (as  Scotsmen  usually  are),  and  both  can  be 
very_  tenacious  when  they  have  a  grip  of  anything  worth 
holding,  while  both  can  be  quite  conciliatory  when  tact 
requires  the  iron  hand  to  be  gloved  in  velvet.  I  look- 
forward,  therefore,  to  a  continuance  of  the  same  sane 
policy  which  has  been  so  successful  in  recent  years. 
The  First  Annual  Report 

,  °f  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee 

ior  the  County  of  London  is  a  highly  creditable,  and  upon 
the  whole  a  satisfactory,  document,  It  is  evidence  of  a 
close  persistent,  unremitting  attention  to  our  interests 
on  the  part  of  the  Committee,  and  there  is  no  point  of 
importance  within  the  Committee's  province  that  appears 
to  have  been  overlooked.  Naturally  the  Report  deals 
almost  entirely  with  the  financial  side  of  our  work— the 
most  important  of  all  from  a  business  point  of  view,  and 
the  only  one  upon  which  any  difference  of  opinion  is 
possible  or  any  serious  friction  exists.  There  is  no 
question  as  to  the  general  efficiency  of  our  service  as 
State  dispensers;  we  have  done  our  duty  loyally  under 
very  difficult  and  unforeseen  conditions,  and  the  con- 
gratulations of  the  Committee  are  well  deserved.  Nor 
«an  it  be  said  that  we  have  unduly  pressed  our  claim  for 
more  generous  treatment  :  we  have  worked  amicably  in 
-collaboration  with  those  whose  interests  appear  to  conflict 
with  our  own,  and  the  Committee's  report  of  the  friendly 
nature  of  its  relations  with  the  Panel  Committee  does 
but  reflect  our  general  attitude  towards  the  profession 


That  attitude  has,  it  is  true,  been  maintained  at  times 
with  some  difficulty,  and  it  is  evident  from  this  Eeport 
that  difficulties  _  have  arisen  between  the  Committees 
themselves.  This  was  inevitable  under  an  arrangement 
which  sets  them  in  direct  opposition  to  each  other,  and 
it  is  creditable  to  both  that  the  friction  between  them 
has  not  been  more  serious.  The  matters  dealt  with  in 
this  Report  are  too  various  even  to  be  mentioned  in  a 
brief  note,  but  there  is  one  point  that  demands  notice  :  it 
is  the  fact  that  the  saving  to  the  Drug  Fund  by  the  sur- 
charging of  the  doctors  under  Regulation  40  is  "nothing 
like  proportionate  to  the  clerical  expense  incurred  or  even 
compensative  for  the  labour  involved."  If  the  Committee 
had  done  nothing  more  than  thus  demonstrate  the  futility 
of  that  arrangement,  it  would  have  justified  its  own 
existence. 

"Clericus"  on  Ingredients 

is  completely  answered  in  your 
note^  to  his  communication,  but  a  word  of  thanks  is  due 
to  him  for  illustrating  so  admirably  the  danger  of  falling 
into  absurdity  which  besets  the  over-ingenious  mind.  The 
"  difficulty  "  he  raises  is  entirely  of  his  own  making,  and 
m  this  respect  it  is  typical  of  a  good  many  others  which 
have  been  raised  by  critics  of  the  Insurance  Act.  His 
note  suggests  a  question  on  the  model  of  the  riddles 
which  amused  our  childhood  :  "  When  is  an  ingredient 
not  an  ingredient?"  For  the  purposes  of  the  Tariff, 
"ingredient"  means  simply  an  item  in  the  prescription, 
and  does  not  refer  to  the  constituent  parts  of  which  the 
preparations  entering  into  the  mixture  may  be  composed. 
It  is  as  sound  philologically  as  it  is  practically  convenient 
thus  to  restrict  its  meaning;  every  preparation  used, 
whether  a  simple  or  a  compound,  is  rightly  regarded  as 
an  ingredient  of  the  mixture.  But  in  any  case  the  point 
is  of  no  practical  importance  in  reckoning  the  mixture's 
cost  :  the  principle  of  the  Tariff  is  that  each  item  in  the 
prescription  shall  be  charged  according  to  its  cost,  and  it 
does  not  in  the  least  matter  whether  it  is  a  simple  or  a 
compound.  In  either  case  the  price  is  a  single  item  in 
the  sum. 

A  Medical  Writer; 

speaking  ostensibly  for  a  large  section 
of  his  profession,  has  been  challenging  our  right  to  the 
title  of  chemist.  Really  (he  says)  we  are  druggists  only, 
and  it  was  not  till  long  after  the  formation  of  the  Royal 
Society  that  we  assumed  the  double  title  of  "chemist 
and  druggist,"  to  the  former  half  of  which  he  objects 
as  a  false  description  of  our  calling.  I  am  not  prepared 
to  say  precisely  when  the  double  title  first  came  into  use, 
but  it  needs  no  great  conversance  with  medical  history, 
or  with  the  literature  of  the  sixteenth  and  seventeenth 
centuries,  to  justify  one  in  saying  that  "chemist,"  if 
not  as  common  as  "druggist,"  was  yet  widely  current 
in  this  connection  long  before  the  formation  of  the  Royal 
Society,  and  was  a  natural,  indeed  an  inevitable,  result 
of  the  medical  revolution  effected  by  Paracelsus  and  his 
followers.  Dealers  in  drugs  did  not  at  once  assume  the 
name  of  chemist  when  they  began  to  sell  chemical  medi- 
cines.   Abel  Drugger,  though  he  dealt  in 

Arsenic, 

Vitriol,  sal-tartar,  argaile,  alkali," 
was  content  to  be  called  a  grocer,  or  a  dealer  in  tobacco, 
and  repudiated  the  title  of  goldsmith  (alchemist)  ;  but  they 
who  dealt  in  or  recommended  chemical  medicines  cam© 
in  process  of  time,  whether  they  would  or  not,  to  be 
known  as  chemists.  The  term,  as  applied  to  them,  was 
apparently  at  first  one  of  reproach.  There  is  a  reference 
in  Bell  and  Redwood  (p.  5)  to  a  Dr.  Anthony,  which 
illustrates  and  explains  the  odium  attaching  to  the  new 
school  of  medical  practice  in  1602.  This  man  was  a 
notable  defender  of  "  chymical  preparatives."  It 
was  more  than  a  hundred  years  after  this  that  De  Foe 
spoke  of  an  apothecary  turning  chemist,  but  the  process 
had  been  going  on  all  the  time.  We  are  the  successors 
of  the  apothecaries  of  those  days,  and  did  but  inherit  what 
they  acquired  or  had  thrust  upon  them.  Historically 
"chemist  and  druggist"  means  one  who  deals  in  both 
chemical  and  galenical  medicines,  and  thus  marks  the. 
reconciliation  of  two  once  fiercely  conflicting  schools.

Editorial  Articles. 


Cod-liver  Oil  Combine. 

It  will  have  been  noticed  from  our  Trade  Report  that  a 
combination  has  recently  been  formed  in  Norway  for  the 
purpose  of  controlling  the  price  of  cod-liver  oil.  We 
understand  that  several  leading  firms  in  Bergen  and 
Aalesund,  who  are  holders  of  large  stocks,  are  endeavour- 
ing to  secure  control  of  the  market,  and  that  one  im- 
portant firm  of  Bergen  makers  prefer  to  retmain  "out- 
side." As  the  result  of  this  "concerted  action"  in 
various  quarters,  the  market  is  spoken  of  as  having  been 
"  cornered,"  but  we  are  inclined  to  believe  this  statement 
is  exaggerated.  Previous  to  the  formation  of  the  com- 
bine the  lowest  mid  year  price  of  finest  medicinal  Nor- 
wegian oil  was  160s.  to  165.?.,  advancing  slowly  to  175.?. 
per  barrel  c.i.f.  in  June,  the  market  having  an  easy 
tendency,  as  is  not  unusual  at  this  period.  The  combine 
however,  immediately  initiated  considerable  speculation, 
and  a  sudden  and  unexpected  substantial  advance  was 
established,  sellers  last  week  quoting  260s.  per  barrel 
C.i.f.  without  engagement,  making  a  rise  of  85.5.  to  90-s. 
per  barrel,  and  this  in  the  absence  of  any  demand  from 
abroad.  On  Monday  of  this  week,  however,  another  GO.?, 
to  110*.  was  added  to  the  price  in  one  prominent  quarter, 
making  the  quotations  350-s.  to  370?.  per  barrel  c.i.f.,  or 
over  100  per  cent,  higher  than  the  June  value.  The  above 
price  is,  of  course,  largely  nominal  on  this  market  in  the 
absence  of  demand,  and  whether  the  combination  will  be 
able  to  maintain  its  position  until  the  autumn  is 
problematic.  Such  violent  and  unexpected  advances  as 
the  above  will  tend  to  reduce  consumers'  requirements, 
and  in  the  present  abnormal  market  conditions  hand-to- 
mouth  buying  will  be  the  best  rule  to  follow.  It  is  stated 
that  Russia  has  been  buying  largely — previously  it  was 
Germany.  The  cod-fishing  operations  for  the  whole  of 
Norway  have  now  been  concluded,  and  on  the  average  the 
total  results  must  be  considered  very  fair,  the  yield  having 
been  52,234  hectolitres  of  medicinal  oil,  against  57.200 
hectolitres  last  year,  or  4,200  hectolitres  less.  This 
season  the  Finmarken  catch,  which  gives  a  less-esteemed 
oil,  has  proved  disappointing,  this  being  chiefly  due  to 
stormy  weather;  on  the  other  hand,  Lofoten  yielded  better 
than  last  year  by  almost  3,000  hectolitres. 


Trade  in  June. 

The  returns  of  exports  and  imports,  otherwise  the  returns 
of  the  trade  and  navigation  of  the  United  Kingdom  in 
June,  were  published  on  Wednesday,  and,  this  being  the 
penultimate  month  of  the  first  year  of  the  European  War, 
the  figures  are  of  exceptional  interest.  The  value  of  the 
goods  exported  and  imported  last  month  was  118,701,704/., 
against  a  value  of  106,908,063?.  in  June  1914  ;  the  value 
of  the  imports  is  76,117,797/.,  compared  with  58,281,653/. 
in  June  1914 ;  and  the  total  exports  were  valued  at 
42,583,907/.,  compared  with  48,626,410/.  in  June  1914, 
and  of  the  total  33,233,568/.  was  made  up  of  goods  of 
British  manufacture.  The  exports  during  the  six  months 
of  this  year  were  valued  at  234,945,908/.,  compared  with 
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314,734,027?.  in  the  first  half  of  1914.    The  imports  were 
valued    at    429,103,845/.    in    January-June     1915,  and 
375,903,057?.  in  the  same  period  of.  1914.  Nevertheless, 
the  bullion  and    specie    imported   this    year  has  been 
11,285,426/.,  against  9,810,913/.  exported.    One  is  apt  to 
regard  these  figures  in  a  new  light  now  that  our  Govern- 
ment  is  preaching  economy.    In  some  quarters,  indeed,  it 
is  urged  that  economy  should  be  exercised  in  the  use  of 
all  imported  goods,  the  special  reason  for  it  being  that 
money   has   to   be   exported    to  pay    for  these  goods. 
This  is  fallacious.    We  have  bought  more  goods  from 
abroad  than  we  have  exported  during  the  past  two  genera- 
tions, the  goods    sent    to    us    being    partly  in  payment 
of  the  interest  of  our  investments  abroad.    A  time  will 
come  when  the  payment  for  these  goods  may  have  to  be 
made  in  gold,  but  this  is  not  within  measurable  distance; 
indeed,  the  fundamental  position  should  enable  us  to  go 
on  trading  and  living  on  our  credit  with  the  world  for 
many  years  longer.    Nevertheless,  economy  in  all  things 
is  the  order  of  the  times.     Last  month  our  imports  of 
chemicals,  drugs,   dyes,    and    colours    were    valued  at 
1,408,234/.,  this  feeing  317,638/.  more  than  in  June  1914 
and    the    exports    of    similar    goods    were   valued  at 
1,817,012/.,  or  266,715/.  more  than  in  1914.     The  latter 
figures  do  not  include  re-exports,  which  were  valued  at 
294,636/.,  or  153,616/.  more  than  June  1914.    The  exports 
of  British-made  medicines  were  also  better  in  value  than 
in  June  1914,  when  192,727/.  was  the  figure,  while  this 
year  208,478/.   worth  was   exported.    The  total  of  the 
latter  goods  exported  in  the  first  half  of  the  year  was 
1,368,879/.,  compared  with  1,231,340/.  in  June  1914,  these 
figures  being  apart  from  foreign  and  colonial  medicines 
re-exported,  which  were  valued  last  month  at  45,587/.  and 
248,653/.  for  the  six  months,   these  figures  also  being 
ahead  of  last  year.   The  imports  of  similar  goods  have  also 
much    increased    in    value.    We    bought    last  month 
249,822/.  worth— viz.,  cinchona,  7,598/.,  against  2,761/.  in 
1914 ;  36,172/.  of  quinine,  against  8,651/.  in    1914 ;  and 
206,052/.  of  unenumerated  medicines,  against  96,165/.  The 
total  value  of  all  these  goods  imported  in  the  first  six 
months  is  1,255,203/.,  more  than  double  of  the  first  half 
of  1914.    In  this  case  the  increased  values  are  due  to 
increased  prices,  although  in  some  cases,  such  as  quinine 
and  other  drugs  specially  used   in  war-time,  increased 
quantities  also  account  for  the  increased  value.    We  trust 
that  the  British  chemical  and  drug  trades  will  continue 
to  play  the  game  as  effectively  as  they  have  done  so  far. 
Complaints  and  criticisms  have  been  passed  on  certain 
aspects  of  the  British  method  of  waging  war,  but  there 
has  never  been  a  shadow  of  doubt  as  to  the  quality  and 
supply  of  chemicals  and  medical  and  surgical  materials 
required  by  the  medical  departments  of  our  Army  and 
Navy.    This  is  due,  we  know,  very  largely  to  the  efficient 
work  of  British  manufacturers  and  merchants,  and  we 
hope  that  the  fact  will  not  be  overlooked  when  the  time 
comes  to  apportion  praise  and  blame  in  the  management 
of  our  war  machinery. 


Australian  Trade. 

The  Australian  Association  of  British  Manufacturers  and 
their  Representatives  have  issued  a  statistical  statement 
of  competitive  imports  received  by  the  Commonwealth 
of  Australia  during  the  six  months  January  to  June  1914. 
Previous  statements  of  the  Commonwealth  trading 
emanating  from  this  body  dealt  with  a  twelve  months" 
period  instead  of  six  months,  but  the  Commonwealth 
Government  have  now  altered  the  closing  date  of  the 
financial  year  from  December  31  to  June  30.    All  future 


statements  compiled  will  be  for  a  full  period  of  twelve 
months  from  July  to  June.  This,  of  course,  renders  com- 
parisons of  little  value  for  the  time  being,  as  there  are 
no  corresponding  periods.  The  items  enumerated  show 
the  goods  of-  foreign  origin  which  compete  with  those  of 
British  make,  also  the  value  and  percentage  of  imports 
from  the  United  Kingdom,  Germany,  and  the  United 
States.  This  statement  has  been  compiled  by  H.M. 
Trade  Commissioner  in  Australia,  from  data  supplied 
by  Mr.  G.  H.  Knibbs,  C.M.G.,  Commonwealth  Statis- 
tician, and  it  shows  that  the  imports  of  "competitive 
manufactured  merchandise  "  from  all  countries  for  the 
six  months  (January -June  1914)  amounted  in  value  to 
31,256,148/.,  compared  with  60,551,516/.  for  the  whole  of 
1913.  The  total  is  arrived  at  after  the  deduction  of 
specie,  bullion,  and  such  non-competitive  items  as  tea, 
tobacco,  sugar,  and  rice.  The  origins  are  sufficiently  indi- 
cated in  the  following  table  :

From  this  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  percentage  of 
pharmaceutical  chemicals  obtained  from  the  United  King- 
dom was  53.1,  compared  with  56.9  per  cent,  for  the  whole 
of  1913.  Of  the  six  States  of  the  Commonwealth,  Tas- 
mania had  the  highest  proportion  of  purchases  from  the 
Mother  Country— 59.6  per  cent.  •  Western  Australia  was 
second  with  59.4;  then  follow  Queensland,  44.3; 
Victoria,  43.2;  New  South  Wales,  42.6;  and  South 
Australia,  40.1  per  cent.  Of  the  industrial  chemicals, 
.3  per  cent,  was  obtained  from  the  United  Kingdom, 
compared  with  69.8  per  cent,  for  the  whole  of  1913. 
Germany  supplied  12.5  per  cent,  and  the  U.S.A.  9.6  per 
cent.  Germany  was  particularly  strong  in  rubber  goods, 
her  share  being  29.6,  compared  with  33.1  per  cent,  from 
the  United  Kingdom.  The  effect  of  the  war  on  these 
competitive  imports  will  not  be  observable  until  state- 
ments dealing  with  two  full  periods  of  the  financial  year 
which  ended  on  June  30  have  been  issued. 


Pharmacists  in  the  Army  Medical  Service. 

Canadian  Pharmacists,  like  those  at  home  in  great 
Britain,  are  dissatisfied  with  the  conditions  upon  which 
their  services  are  solicited  for  the  medical  department 
of  the  Army.  Mr.  Theo.  H.  Wardleworth,  F.L.S., 
Montreal,  writing  to  us  on  June  25,  informs  us  that 
the  status  of  the  Army  dispenser  is  not  considered  satis- 
factory, and  it  is  suggested  that  the  pharmacist  should 
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be  given  commissioned  rank — in  Canada,  we  infer — pro- 
vided he  qualifies  in  sanitation  as  well  as  dispensing.  This 
Canadian  complaint  adds  weight  to  our  suggestion  that 
an  Imperial  Committee  of  Pharmacists  should  be  formed 
to  deal  with  the  whole  question.  It  may  be  dealt  with 
at  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  meeting  next 
week. 

Spirit  for  Hospitals. 

After  all,  Mr.  Bridgeman  did  call  in  representatives  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  along  with  those  of  the  British 
Medical  Association  in  regard  to  the  spirit  for  hospitals 
matter,  and  we  are  able  to  report  that  he  considers  a 
better  understanding  was  the  result  of  the  interview.  We 
Slave  no  objections  to  a  better  understanding,  but  we 
decidedly  object  to  Mr.  Bridgeman's  clause  being  further 
proceeded  with  during  the  war.  He  received  from  the 
deputation  a  suggestion  for  relieving  hospitals  of  the 
expense  incurred  consequent  on  payment  of  spirit-duty — 
viz.,  to  return  as  a  grant  to  such  hospitals  the  amount 
•of  money  expended  on  spirit-duty.  This  gets  to  the 
rjck-bottom  of  the  whole  business.  Mr.  Bridgeman,  as 
a  faithful  supporter  of  the  Government  and  true  patriot, 
should  obviate  further  trouble  by  trying  to  get  the 
necessary  relief  for  hospitals  in  this  way,  and  not  persist 
an  creating  dissension  with  his  pet  clause. 

Keeping  it  Up. 
In  writing  last  week  regarding  the  Summer  Issue  of  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist,  to  be  published  on  Saturday, 
July  31,  we  mentioned  that  "  British  Possessions  over 
seas  are  depending  more  than  ever  upon  the  Mother 
-Country  for  pharmaceutical  and  allied  supplies,"  but  it 
is  not  only  in  the  British  Empire  that  the  C.  db  D.  is 
a-ecognised  as  indispensable  to  buyers  of  such  supplies. 
Its  reputation  is  world  wide,  and  business  from  all  parts  of 
the  world  is  obtained  by  those  who  advertise  in  it.  We 
Siave  been  struck  recently  by  the  manner  in  which  sub- 
scriptions to  the  C.  it-  D.  from  Russia  have  been  increas- 
ing. Thus  this  week  opened  with  the  following  from 
a  London  house  : 

"  Will  you  please  post  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  to 

Mr.  ,  Warsaw,  Russia,  for  one  year,  from  next  week 

inclusive,  and  send  the  account  to  us?" 

It  will  be  observed,  in  the  first  place,  that  this  note 
reflects  the  confidence  of  the  Warsaw  druggist;  Germans 
have  no  terrors  for  him.  This  confidence  is  reflected  in 
private  correspondence  from  Russia  which  we  have  read, 
also  by  calls  from  buyers  for  Russia  ioIio  get  what  they 
want.  Consequently  there  is  business  doing  and  to  be 
•done.  In  the  second  place,  the  note  shows  that  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  is  the  drug-trade  journal  that 
buyers  abroad  regard  as  representing  all  that  is  British; 
and,  in  the  third  place,  it  should  inspire  business  houses 
to  make  the  fullest  use  they  can  of  our  Summer  Issue, 
which,  besides  going  to  all  our  subscribers,  will  be  sent 
to  others  at  home  and  abroad  who  are  buyers  of  the 
.goods  advertised  in  it.  Insets  make  very  effective  adver- 
tising, and  our  Publisher  will  be  glad  to  assist  in  the 
production  of  these  in  time  for  the  Summer  Issue. 

The  Pharmacists'  Complaint. — One  of  our  leading  phar-

Daily  Sketch  ")  that,  not  5  per  cent,  of  the  chemists  in 
the  Army  have  joined  the  R.A.M.C.  This  is  by  way  of 
protest  against  the  fact  that  their  special  qualifications 
get  no  recognition  in  that  branch  of  the  Army  for  which 
they  are  most  suitable  and  most  useful.  "We  could  save 
~fcho  Government  thousands  of  pounds  in  drugs  and  medical 
-appliances  by  our  practical  experience  and  sense  of  economy, 
if  only  we  were  in  responsible  positions.  Why  should  not 
an  experienced  chemist  be  able  to  get  a  commission  in  the 
R.A.M.C.  as  well  as  a  raw  student  just  through  his  Final 
medical  ?  Ours  is  the  only  Army  that'  does  not  recognise 
tche  full  worth  of  the  chemist." 


Westminster  Wisdom. 

By  the  "  C.  &  D."  Parliamentary  Representative. 


Spirit  for  Hospitals. 

In  accordance  with  the  statement  made  in  the  C.  &  D., 
July  3,  a  private  and  informal  meeting  took  place  at  the 
House  of  Commons  on  Monday  afternoon,  July  5,  between 
Mr.  W.  C.  Bridgeman,  M.P.  (one  of  the  Lords  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Treasury),  and  representatives  of  the  British 
Medical  Association  and  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
on  the  subject  of  the  hospital-spirits  clause  to  the  Finance 
Bill,  which  the  hon.  member  himself  moved  on  the  Com- 
mittee stage,  but  which  he  subsequently  withdrew  on  the 
suggestion  of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  in  order  that 
it  might  be  brought  up  again  on  the  report  stage 
after  a  private  conference  on  the  subject.  Mr.  Bridgeman 
presided  at  the  conference  in  place  of  Mr.  McKenna, 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  who  was  unable  to  be 
present.  The  British  Medical  Association  was  repre- 
sented by  Mr.  Bishop  Harman,  F.R.C.S.,  of  London  (Chair- 
man of  the  Parliamentary  Sub-Committee  of  the  Associa- 
tion) ;  Mr.  T.  Jenner  Verrall,  LL.D.,  of  Bath  (Chairman 
of  representative  meetings) ;  Dr.  A.  Fulton  (Nottingham) 
and  Mr.  E.  B.  Turner,  F.R.C.S.  (members  of  Council);  Dr. 
Alfred  Cox  (Medical  Secretary)  ;  and  Dr.  C.  Courtenay 
Lord  (Assistant  Medical  Secretary).  The  Pharmaceutical 
Society  was  represented  by  Mr.  Edmund  White  (President) ; 
Mr.  C.  A.  Hill  (representing  the  wholesale  druggists) ;  Mr. 
C.  B.  Allen  (London),  an  ex-President  of  the  Society  (repre- 
senting the  retail  pharmacists);  and  Mr.  W.  J.  Uglow 
Woolcock  (Secretary). 

The  negotiations,  which  were  conducted  in  a  very  friendly 
spirit,  lasted  about  an  hour  and  a  half.  Our  Parliamentary 
correspondent  learns  that  the  various  objections  to  the 
course  proposed  to  be  followed  by  Mr.  Bridgeman  were 
discussed  in  fuller  detail  than  was  possible  in  the  debate  in 
Parliament.  Mr.  Bridgeman  explained  the  situation  to  the 
members  of  the  deputation,  and  pointed  out  that  consider- 
able misapprehension  existed  as  to  how  matters  stood. 

In  the  view  of  the  Chairman  a  better  understanding  was 
the  result  of  the  interview,  and  it  is  hoped  that  an  agree- 
ment upon  certain  points  (if  acceptable  to  the  Treasury) 
may  be  arrived  at.  At  any  rate,  the  deputation  expressed 
sympathy  with  the  view  put  before  them.  A  suggestion 
put  forward  was  that  a  grant,  instead  of  a  rebate,  should 
be  made  by  the  Treasury  subject  to  certain  regulations, 
and  that  this  grant  should  be  based  upon  the  amount  paid 
for  duty  in  the  previous  year.  It  was  also  urged  that  an 
Advisory  Committee  should  be  appointed  in  order  to  assist 
the  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise.  Another  point  raised 
in  the  course  of  the  discussion  was  the  necessity  of 
strengthening  the  definition  of  the  word  "  hospital  "  in 
order  to  exclude  undesirable  institutions.  The  report  stage 
of  _  the  Bill  (adds  our  Parliamentary  correspondent)  is  not 
being  taken  this  week,  but  in  the  interim  the  views  ex- 
pressed by  the  representatives  of  the  two  bodies  will  be 
conveyed  to  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer. 

Our  Parliamentary  correspondent  states  that  on  Wed- 
nesday Mr.  Bridgeman  also  had  interviews  with  Sir 
Laurence  Guillemard  (Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Customs)  and  Sir  John  Bradbury,  one  of  the  Secretaries 
to  the  Treasury,  on  the  subject  of  the  clause.  It  is  stated 
that  there  is  some  chance  of  the  question  at  issue  being 
solved,  and  of  meeting  the  objections  which  have  been 
raised,  without  depriving  the  hospitals  of  the  relief  pro- 
posed. The  matter  has,  it  is  understood,  been  left  for 
the  moment  in  the  hands  of  the  Government  draughtsman. 
The  report  stage,  of  the  Bill  will  probably  be  taken  next 
week,  but  under  certain  circumstances  it  may  be  necessary 
to  re-commit  the  Bill  in  the  meantime,  in  order  to  comply 
with  the  procedure  of  the  House. 

Questions  in  Parliament. 
Mr.  King  asked  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  on 
Tuesday  whether,  in  reference  to  the  proposal  to  relievo 
hospitals  from  the  payment  of  duty  on  alcohol  used  medi- 
cinally, he  has  consulted  authorities  on  the  temperance 
question  as  to  the  possible  dangers  of  an  increased  use  of 
tinctures  and  other  forms  of  alcohol  which  must  ensue  if 
the  cost  of  such  medicines  is  substantially  reduced. — The 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  replied  that  he  had  not  thought 
it  necessary,  to  take  this  step  as  he  had  no  reason  to 
suppose  that  the  grant  of  the  concession  would  lead  to 
abuse.  The  effect  of  the  proposal  would  be  not  to  relievo 
from  the  payment  of  duty  all  spirits,  such  as  brandy, 
used  in  hospitals,  but  only  to  exempt  spirit  used  in  prepar- 
ing tinctures  and  similar  preparations  used  in  medicine. 
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Mr.  King  inquired  whether  the  right  hon.  gentleman 
had  not  listened  to  the  recent  debate,  in  the  course  of 
which  suggestions  of  that  kind  were  freely  advanced.  Will 
he,  in  order  to  prevent  discussion  and  division  on  the 
Report  stage,  consult  some  temperance  authorities  in  the 
meantime? — Mr.  McKenna  replied  that  the  hon.  member 
for  the  Oswestry  Division  has  that  particular  amendment 
in  hand  and  is  consulting  various  persons  interested  in  the 
matter. 


The  New  Clerk  to  the  Grown. 

The  new  Clerk  to  the  Crown — Sir  Claud  Schuster,  who 
succeeds  Sir  Kenneth  Muir  Mackenzie,  recently  elevated 
to  the  Peerage — has  already  entered  upon  his  duties  in 
the  House  of  Lords.  Sir  Claud  held  the  position  of  legal 
adviser  to  the  National  Health  Insurance  Commission, 
after  filling  other  important  offices  in  Whitehall,  including 
that  of  Chief  Registrar  of  Friendly  Societies.  He  was  one 
of  the  most  popular  members  of  the  staff  ,at  Wellington 
House,  where  he  performed  a  great  deal  of  work  and 
presided  with  ability  over  many  inquiries  of  a  technical 
character,  including  that  relating  to  the  question  of  exces- 
sive sickness. 

The  Peice  of  Residual  Products. 

Sir  Joseph  Walton  asked  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  on  Monday  whether,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  gas 
companies  are  obtaining  cheaper  coal  owing  to  State  inter- 
vention, he  will  take  steps,  by  legislation  or  otherwise, 
with  aview  to  bringing  about  a  corresponding  reduction  in 
the  price  of  gas-coke,  toluol,  and  other  residual  products, 
and  also  in  the  price  of  gas  to  consumers. — Mr.  Runciman 
replied  that  most  of  the  gas  companies  work  under  a 
sliding  scale  which  gives  them  a  direct  interest  in  keeping 
the  price  of  gas  as  low  as  possible,  and  he  does  not  think 
that  any  legislation  in  the  direction  suggested  is  necessary. 

Paratyphoid  in  the  Army. 
Mr.  Tennant  announced  on  July  1  that  in  the  Expedi- 
tionary Force  in  France  there  had  been  up  to  May  22  297 
cases  of  paratyphoid,  with  ten  deaths.  No  figures  are 
available  to  show  in  how  many  of  these  cases  there  had 
been  inoculation  against  typhoid.  Replying  to  a  question 
by  Mr.  G.  Greenwood,  the  right  hon.  gentleman  said  the 
disease  is  wholly  distinct  from  typhoid.  Further,  in  reply 
to  Mr.  Chancellor,  he  said  that  in  the  Expeditionary 
Force  in  France  there  had  been  up  to  May  22,  1915,  827 
cases  of  typhoid  fever,  with  128  deaths.  Of  these 
cases  508  occurred  among  the  uninoculated,  and  106  died ; 
of  the  remaining  319  cases  which  occurred  among  the  inocu- 
lated 22  were  fatal.  The  ratio  of  attacks  is  fourteen 
times  and  of  deaths  forty-two  times  greater  among  the 
uninoculated  men. 

Production  of  Calf  Vaccine  Lymph. 
The  President  of  the  Local  Government  Board  informed 
Mr.  W.  Thorne,  M.P.,  in  the  House  of  Commons  on  July  1, 
that  he  does  not  propose  that  the  production  of  calf  vaccine 
shall  be  discontinued  by  his  department,  and  steps 
are  now  being  officially  taken  for  the  prevention 
of  the  slaughter  of  young  animals.  In  answer  to 
Mr.  G.  Greenwood,  the  right  hon.  gentleman  replied 
that  the  calves  which  are  employed  and  used  for 
this  purpose  are  slaughtered  after  they  have  been  used, 
and  if,  after  veterinary  examination,  they  are  found  to  be 
absolutely  wholesome  they  are  used  for  human  food,  but 
in  no  other  case.  In  reply  to  a  further  question  by  Mr. 
Will  Thorne,  the  President  said  the  Board  of  Agriculture 
are  not  disposed  to  use  their  powers  under  the  Slaughter 
of  Animals  Act  to  interfere  with  the  necessary  operations 
for  the  preparation  of  vaccine  lymph. 

University  Laboratories. 

Mr.  Lloyd  George  informed  Sir  P.  Magnus,  M.P.,  in 
the  House  of  Commons  on  July  1,  that  he  is  fully  alive  to 
the  great  importance  of  securing  the  co-operation  of 
scientific  workers  throughout  the  country,  and  of  utilising, 
so  far  as  practicable,  the  laboratories  and  workshops  of 
our  universities  and  technical  schools  for  experiments  in 
the  making  of  munitions  of  war.  He  added  :  I  take  this 
opportunity  of  expressing  my  appreciation  of  the  valuable 
help  which  is  already  being  ungrudgingly  given  to  the 
Ministry  of  Munitions  by  men  of  science  and  by  scientific 
authorities  and  institutions. 

Mr.  Lynch  :  Has  the  right  hon.  gentleman  observed  what 
is  being  done  in  France  in  this  matter  bv  M.  Albert  Thomas 
in  bringing  together  officers  from  the  Front  to  confer  with 
the  representatives  of  the  Academy  of  Sciences,  and  is  he 
prepared  to  do  something  of  the  kind  in  this  country? 

Mr.  Lloyd  George  :  That  seems  to  be  a  very  admirable 
suggestion,  and  I  hope  to  be  able  to  do  something  of  that 
kind  in  a  very  short  time. 


Dentists  in  the  Army. 

Replying  to  Sir  J.  D.  Rees  on  Wednesday  regarding; 
dental  provision  and  service  to  soldiers,  Mr.  Tennant 
stated  that  in  some  places  there  are  specially  appointed 
dental  surgeons  who  devote  their  whole  time  to  the- 
troops;  in  others  the'  work  is  done  by  selected  civilian 
dental  surgeons  on  terms  arranged  between  them  and! 
the  local  military  authorities,  subject  to  a  limit'  laid  down 
by  the  War  Office.  A  number  of  whole-time  dental  sur- 
geons had  received  commissions,  but  there  is  no  Army 
Dental  Corps,  and  no  need  for  one.  The  Government 
has  no  laboratory  for  supplying  dentures,  but  in  certain- 
places,  including  France,  there  are  dental  mechanics' 
shops  for  making  and  repairing  dentures.  At  other 
places  dentures  are  supplied  by  civil  dentists  on  terms 
arranged  locally,  subject  to  a  maximum  fixed  on  the 
advice  of  expert  dentists.  The  Government  is  getting- 
dentures  at  reasonable  rates,  and  the  taxpayer  is  care- 
fully protected. 

Sir  J.  D.  Rees:  Is  the  right  hon.  gentleman  quite  sure 
that  _  the  Government  are  not  paying  for  the  material's 
obtained  for  the  dentures  manufacturers'  prices,  which 
the  individual  members  of  the  public  are  paying,  whereby 
the  taxpayer  loses  the  advantage  which  he  should  get; 
from  the  ■  wholesale  character  of  these  transactions  ?— Mr. 
Tennant :  I  have  given  the  answer  of  my  department. 
I  have  not  personally  investigated  the  matter,  but  I  can 
assure  him  that  the  Government  are  obtaining  these 
articles  at  reasonable  prices,  and  that  the  taxpayer  is 
being  carefully  protected. 

Mr.  Raffan:  Does  the  War  Office  still  adhere  to  the' 
policy  of_  refusing,  under  any  circumstances,  the  work 
of  unregistered  dentists,  no  matter  how  competent  they 
■may  be  ?— Mr.  Tennant:  Yes.  I  am  afraid  we  must 
adhere  to  that  decision.

WE  continue  the  comparison  of  stock-mixture  formulas 
as  given  in  the  local  Pharmacopoeias,  which  have  been 
issued  by  Local  Medical  Committees  and  Pharmaceutical'

(p.  142).  Each  of  the  formula?  is  given  in  a  single  dose, 
and  the  quantities'  are  in  parallel  columns  to  facilitate 
comparison.  Each  column  is  numbered,  and  the  names 
of  the  areas  with  alternative  names  for  the  prescriptions 
are  indicated  by  the  numbers.

A  Record  of  matters  concerning  Chemists'  interests  in  the  National 
Health  Insurance  Acts, 


Inquiries  as  to  Panel  Practitioners. 

As  a  result  of  the  representation  by  the  London  Insur- 
ance Committee  with  respect  to  Dr.  Barron  Gorman  Sin- 
clair, 195  Queen's  Road,  London,  W.  (0.  &  D.,  June  5, 
p  51)  the  Commissioners  are  satisfied  that  the  continuance 
of  the  practitioner  on  the  medical  panel  for  the  area 
would  be  prejudicial  to  the  efficiency  of  the  medical  service 
under  the  Insurance  Act,  and  have  directed  that  his  name 
be  removed  from  the  list. 

In  the  case  of  the.  Hampshire  Insurance  Committee  and 
Dr  H.  L.  Grant  [C.  &  2>.,  May  15.  p.  51)  the  Commis- 
sioners have  come  to  a  similar  decision,  and  have  ordered 
the  removal  of  Dr.  Grant's  name  from  the  panel. 


Reports  from  Local  Centres. 

With   special  reference    to    the    supply  of  medicines  and 
appliances.    See  also  Association  Affairs. 
ENGLAND. 

Berkshire.— At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
on  June  26  it  was  stated  that  the  number  of  prescriptions 
had  increased  from  62,277  in  1913  to  87,844  in  1914  and 
the  average  cost  had  gone  ut>  from  7.77c?.  to  8.79c?.  per 
prescription.  The  Sanatorium  Benefit  Sub-Committee 
recommended  that  all  drugs  and  medicines  for  domiciliary 
treatment  (other  than  cod-liver  oil  and  malt)  be  supplied 
(where  the  doctor  does  his  own  dispensing)  by  the  medical 
attendant,  subiect  to  the  approval  of  the  medical  adviser, 
and  at  the  standard  rate  of  Td.  per  twelve  doses  for 
mixtures  and  bd.  per  oz.  for  inhalations  and  sprays,  com- 
plete accounts  to  be  returned  monthly.  The  Panel  Com- 
mittee agrees.  The  Finance  and  General  Purposes  Sub- 
Committee  apnroves  of  the  Panel  Committee's  resolution 
that  each  panel  practitioner  may  order  in  one  year  up 
to  1/.  worth  of  articles  on  the  emergency  list  as  he  may 
require.  This  is  subject  to  the  concurrence  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee. 

Birmingham.— At  a  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  on  June  28  the  Secretary  reported  on  the  scrutiny 
of  1914  prescriptions,  which  shows  that  the  Drug  Fund  has 
been  burdened  to  the  extent  of  3,643/.  by  prescriptions  of 
certain  doctors  averaging  more  than  2s.  per  insured  person 
on  their  lists.  The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  ask  the 
Panel  Committee  to  investigate  the  excessive  prescribing 
and  report  to  the  Insurance  Committee.  As  the  Insurance 
Committee  is  to  have  prescription-checking  done  m  its  own 
office  in  future,  it  was  decided  to  give  up  part  of  the 
office  at  3  New  Street,  retaining  one  room  only. 

Bristol. —At  this  week's  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee Mr.  E.  F.  Young,  Ph.C,  moved  that  the  Medical 
Benefit  Sub-Committee  be  instructed  to  refuse  payment  from 
September  1  for  my  prescription  written  in  such  a  way  as 
to  deprive  the  insured  of  free  choice  of  chemist.  An 
amendment  that  the  Sub-Committee  consider  the  matter  and 
report  at  the  next  meeting  was  carried  by  a  small  majority. 

Burnley.— At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  on 
June  29  the  Clerk  submitted  the  following  particulars  from 
the  checker's  report  for  the  first  quarter  of  1915:  Chemists' 
accounts,  951?.  ;  average  price  per  prescription,  6.84c?..  ; 
average  number  of  prescriptions  per  insured  person,  0.68; 
and  average  cost  per  insured  person,  4.63c?.  The  figures  for 
the  first  quarter  of  1914  were:  Chemists'  accounts,  2.137?.; 
average  price  per  prescription,  9.11<f.  ;  average  number  of 
prescriptions  per  insured  person,  1.14;  average  cost  per 
insured  person,  10.44c7.  The  Chairman  stated  that  in  1914 
the  number  of  prescriptions  was  more  than  double  the 
number  of  insured  persons.  It  had  dropped  by  about  30  per 
cent.  The  Clerk  stated  that  the  figures  for  1915  were 
based  on  the  population,  and  when  those  who  had  enlisted 
were,  removed  the  average  number  of  prescriptions  and  the 
averasre  cost  per  insured  person  would  be  slightly  increased. 
The  Clerk  further  reported  that  the  Commissioners  had 
been  supplied  with  particulars  to  enable  them  to  carry 
out  their  calculations  regarding  the  emergency  settlement 
for  1914. ' 

Durham.- It  was  reported  to  the  County  Insurance  Com- 
mittee on  June  28  that  Dr.  H.  Hethcote  and  Dr.  M. 
Wardlo  have  appealed  to  the  Commissioners  against  the 
decision  of  the1  Committee  to  surcharge  them  in  respect  of 
alleged  extravagant  or  excessive  prescribing. 


Gloucestershire.— The  Commissioners  have  decided  to 
discontinue  the  formation  and  support  of  District  Com- 
mittees in  the  county,  with  the  exception  of  the  Chelten- 
ham Sub-Committee,  which  is  to  be  recognised  from 
August  1.  The  area  covered  by  this  Sub-Committee  will 
be  the  borough  of  Cheltenham  and  the  outlying  parishes 
of  Charlton  Kings,  Leckhampton,  and  Prestbury.  It  will 
consist  of  thirteen  members,  including  one  nominated  by 
the  Pharmaceutical  Committee. 

Herefordshire.— At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee on  June  27  the  Chairman  recalled  that  at  the  last 
meeting  a  report  had  been  adopted  to  the  effect  that 
"repeat"  prescriptions  should  only  be  allowed  where  they 
refer  to  prescriptions  given  in  the  same  month.  The  Panel 
Committee  now  suggested  that  this  would  throw  a  good 
deal  of  work  on  doctors  at  the  beginning  of  the  month,  and 
it  would  be  preferable  to  arrange  that  repeat  prescriptions 
should  be  re-written  monthly  from  the  date  of  the  original. 
This  was  agreed  to,  as  also  was  a  recommendation  to  pay 
chemists  90  per  cent,  of  their  accounts  as  rendered  for  the 
second  quarter  of  1915.  It  was  decided  to  ask  the  Panel 
and  Pharmaceutical  Committees  to  share  the  cost  (10s.  per 
1,000)  of  checking  and  analysing  prescriptions  by  an  expert. 

Hull.— At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Medical  Benefit  Sub- 
Committee  of  the  Insurance  Committee  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  drew  attention  to  the  excessive  use  of  "Rep. 
mist."  prescriptions  by  a  minority  of  the  doctors,  and 
suggested  that  after  a  certain  date  only  original  prescrip- 
tion's be  passed  for  payment.  The  Panel  Committee  is  being 
consulted  on  the  matter.  The  Pharmaceutical  Service  Sub- 
Committee  has  considered  a  complaint  against  a  chemist  to 
the  effect  that  he  charged  3c?.  on  a  prescription  for  an 
insured  person.  The  Sub-Committee  found  the  charge 
substantiated,  and  recommended  (1)  that  the  chemist  be 
informed  that  the  Committee  regrets  that  he  should  have 
exacted  an  illegal  payment  from  the  insured  person,  and 
that  the  3(7.  charged  be  refunded ;  (2)  that  the  Sub-Com- 
mittee consider  the  price  fixed  for  the  particular  substance 
ordered  is  ridiculously  low,  and  that  the  Tariff  charge  for 
1913  be  substituted.  On  the  same  day  the  Sub-Committee 
considered  a  complaint  that  a  chemist  company  had  supplied 
to  an  insured  person  a  smaller  quantity  of  a  mixture  than 
was  ordered.  The  chairman  of  the  directors  appeared  and 
asked  for  an  adjournment  of  the  proceedings,_  but  in  view 
of  a  pending  inquiry  by  the  Commissioners  in  regard  to 
the  same  company  this  was  refused.  The  company's  chair- 
man then  left  the  meeting  and  the  proceedings  continued, 
with  the  result  that  the  complaint  was  substantiated  and 
the  Sub-Committee  recommended  that  it  be  included  m 
the  pending  inquiry. 

Leeds.- Chemists  have  been  paid  82  per  cent,  of  the 
amounts  of  their  accounts  for  May. 

Leicestershire.— The  Insurance  Committee  met  on 
June  30,  when  a  request  from  the  Panel  Committee  for 
a  definite  assurance  that  during  the  period  of  the  war 
practitioners  shall  be  exempt  from  surcharge  was  con- 
sidered, and  it  was  resolved  to  reply  that  the  Committee 
has  no  power  to  give  such  assurance.  A  firm  of  solicitors, 
representing  Dr.  Eddy,  wrote  stating  that  the  action  of 
the  Committee  in  surcharging  Dr.  Eddy  was  irregular,  and 
asking  the  Committee  to  withdraw  their  letter  stating 
that  a  surcharge  would  be  made.  It  was  resolved  to  reply 
that  "the  inquiry  was  conducted  in  accordance  with  the 
regulations." 

Middlesex. -A  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  was 
held  on  July  5,  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn- Jones,  M.P.,  in  the  chair. 
A  letter  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  was  read 
calling  attention  to  the  inconvenience  caused  by  the  late- 
ness of  doctors'  surgery  hours,  7  to  9  p.m.,  and  asking 
the  support  of  the  Insurance  Committee  in  having  a  scale 
of  more  reasonable  hours  fixed.  On  the  suggestion  of  the 
Chairman,  the  letter  was  directed  to  be  forwarded  to  the 
Panel  Committee  for  their  observations. 

Sheffield.—  A  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  was 
held  on  Julv  7.  The  name  of  the  Staniforth  Pharmacy, 
Ltd.,  was  added  to  the  list  of  dispensing  contractors  for 
their  new  branch  at  Ellesmere  Road.  Sanction  was  given 
to  a  request  by  Eardley  &  Furnival  to  alter  their 
hours  as  they  are  giving  up  their  all-night  service,  because 
several  of  their  assistants  have  enlisted.  Questions  as  to 
dispensing  certain  mixtures  and  prescribing  by  number  only 
were  referred  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee.  The  Clerk 
reported  that  chemists'  accounts  for  May  1915  amounted 
to  1,074?.,  but  only  987?.  is  in  the  Drug  Fund.  It  was 
decided  to  pay  75  per  cent.  Payments  of  11?.  8s.  6c?.  to 
certain  chemists  for  aDpliances  were  recommended.  In  view 
of  the  urgency  of  completing  the  checking  of  chemists  1914 
accounts  Mr.  Appleton,  late  assistant  checker  to  the  Com. 
mittee,  was  appointed  to  do  the  work  during  the  illness 
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of  Mr.  Lancaster,  the  Committee's  checker.  The  final 
financial  statement  for  1914  showed  a  deduction  of  Is.  5.8<?. 
in  the  pound  from  the  chemists'  accounts.  Surcharges  of  23?. 
(paid)  and  12Z.  lis.  Qd.  (held  in  abeyance  pending  an 
appeal)  were  also  shown.  A  complaint  against  a  medical 
practitioner  for  charging  an  insured  person  Is.  bd.  for  a 
bottle  of  medicine  was  investigated.  It  was  stated  that 
the  patient  had  not  produced  his  medical  card  and  agreed 
to  pay  Is.  bd.  rather  than  go  for  the  card.  It  was  decided 
not  to  ask  a  refund  of  the  money.  A  complaint  that  a 
panel  practitioner  refused  to  attend  an  insured  person  on 
his  list  because  the  insured  person  was  indebted  to  him 
was  also  considered,  and  it  was  agreed  that  the  doctor 
should  be  required  to  pay  the  insured  person's  outlay  for 
the  necessary  medical  attendance.  The  Secretary  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  has  notified  chemists  that  it  has 
been  agreed  with  the  Panel  Committee  that  the  prescribing 
of  mixtures  of  the  local  Pharmacopoeia  by  number  only 
shall  not  be  allowed.  Chemists  are  _  requested  to  refuse  to 
dispense  any  such  prescriptions  which  may  be  presented. 
The  month's  alterations  in  prices  of  Formulary  mixtures 
are :  No.  44,  bd. ;  No.  49,  bd. ;  No.  63,  3i<Z. ;  No.  66,  Ud. ; 
and  No.  69,  10£<Z. 

Stoke-on-Trent. —At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee on  July  1  it  was  recommended  that  the  Committee 
share  with  the  Panel  and  Pharmaceutical  Committees  the 
expense  of  a  scheme  for  the  checking  of  prescriptions  at  a 
cost  of  20?.  per  annum.  In  the  course  of  a  discussion  Mr. 
Edmund  Jones  (chemist)  explained  that  the  work  would 
be  done  in  the  checker's  own  time.  The  checking  is  now 
being  done  thoroughly,  but  in  1913-14  it  was  not  _  done 
effectively  by  the  Insurance  Committee.  The  Commissioners 
forwarded  a  letter  submitted  to  them  by  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Committee  with  regard  to  the  alleged  excessive  demands 
on  the  Drue:  Fund  in  1913  and  asked  for  the  Committee's 
views  thereon.  Mr.  Jones  explained  that  the  matter  had 
been  dropped  by  the  chemists  and  doctors,  but  consequent 
upon  a  remark  by  Mr.  Masterman  to  a  deputation  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  had 
again  gone  into  the  matter,  with  the  result  that  they 
discovered  that  the  doctors  had  been  guilty  of  abnormal 
prescribing.  A  copy  of  the  report  of  the  investigation  was 
sent  to  the  Panel  Committee  in  order  that  they  might 
look  into  the  matter,  and  Mr.  Jones  maintained  that  if, 
because  of  that  agreement  to  drop  the  question  prior  to 
this  interview  with  Mr.  Masterman,  the  doctors  declined 
to  make  a  separate  report,  the  Panel  Committee  was  refus- 
ing to  do  its  duty.  It  was  ultimately  resolved  to  notify 
the  Commissioners  of  these  facts.  Particulars  were  given 
of  the  Commissioners'  proposals  for  an  emergency  settle- 
ment of  chemists'  accounts  for  1914. 

Woreester»hire.  —It  was  reported  to  the  Insurance 
Committee  on  Juno  26  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
recommended  that  anti-tetanic  serum  should  not  be  supplied 
at  the  expense  of  the  Drug  Fund;  as  the  Medical  Benefit 
Sub-Committee  disapproved  it  was  agreed  that  the  serum 
should  be  considered  as  part  of  Medical  Benefit,  and  should 
be  supplied  at  the  expense  of  the  local  authorities.  The 
Chairman  intimated  that  the  Public  Health  Committee 
desired  the  Insurance  Committee  to  draw  up  a  list  of  drugs 
for  analysis. 

SCOTLAND. 

Pharmaceutical  Standing-  Committee. 

This  Committee  has  issued  Appendix  VI.  to  the  Drug 
Tariff.  Seven  new  drugs  are  added  this  month  and  several 
are  advanced  in  price,  but  no  counterbalancing  decreases 
are  recorded.  The  Committee  states  that  the  Central 
Checking  Bureau  is  gradually  getting  abreast  of  the 
enormous  amount  of  initial  work  the  staff  had  to  deal  with. 
The  attention  of  chemists  is  directed  to  the  delay  and 
unnecessary  work  that  have  been  involved  through  failure  to 
comply  with  the  regulations  as  to  filling  up  and  stamping 
prescription-forms.  Difficulty  has  also  been  experienced  in 
pricing  repeat  "  prescriptions  owing  to  the  impossibility 
of  tracing  the  originals.  Chemists  are  asked  to  communi- 
cate any  matters  connected  with  the  Bureau  that  require 
attention  to  their  representatives  on  the  Drug  Accounts  Com- 
mittee, Mr.  J.  R.  Hill  and  Mr.  Kitchin.  Particulars  are 
also  given  as  to  the  situation  as  regards  Insurance  dispens- 
ing created  by  the  spirit  proposals  now  before  Parliament. 

Aberdeen.  — The  report  of  Mr.  John  -  Johnston,  checker 
to  the  Burgh  Insurance  Committee,  for  the  quarter  ended 
March  31  states  that  of  44,335  prescriptions,  4,509  were 
incorrectly  priced— 3,917  overcharges  and  S75  undercharges, 
the  excels  of  the  former  over  the  latter  being  21/.,  and 
irregular  prescriptions  brought  the  unjustifiable  charges 
on  the  Drug  Fund  up  to  45?.  for  the  quarter. 
One  practitioner  had  ordered  81  pints  and  35  quarts 
of     cod-liver     oil,     34     pints    of    c.l.o.    emulsion,  and 


smaller  quantities  of  petroleum  emulsion  ;  another  ordered 
4  lb.  of  malt-extract  and  4  lb.  petroleum  emulsion  at  one 
time. — The  Insurance  Committee  has  paid  chemists  bd.  per 
prescription  for  April  and  May,  pending  receipt  of  the 
Checking  Bureau's  report. 

WALES. 

Denbighshire. —The  Clerk  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
has  reported  to  the  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee  that 
9,962  prescriptions  were  dispensed  in  March,  April,  and 
May  (value,  as  checked,  238?.),  compared  with  10,219  in  the 
three  months  ended  February  28,  1915.  The  average  cost 
per  prescription  decreased  from  b-gd.  to  5|c7.  In  the  quarter 
ended  March  31,  1915,  30,538  prescriptions  were  dispensed 
(value  793?.,  average  of  each  6.31(7..).  In  the  corresponding 
period  of  1914  the  figures  were  30,664  prescriptions,  value 
994?.,  average  cost  8d.  The  1915  figures  include  medicines 
for  1,600  insured  persons  previously  supplied  by  dispensing 
doctors.  The  following  figures  referring  to  chemists'  ac- 
counts were  also  submitted  :

Chemists  have  been  paid  in  full  for  1915  up  to  May  30. 
In  respect  of  1914  there  is  a  balance  of  140?.  owing.  These 
figures  appear  favourable,  but  the  cost  of  drugs  per  insured 
person  in  the  county  for  1913  and  1914  was  higher  than 
in  any  other  Welsh  county,  and  the  amounts  available  for 
Medical  Benefit  for  1914' and  1915,  according  to  the  pro- 
visional estimate,  are  only  90  per  cent,  and  80  per  cent, 
respectively  of  the  1913  income.  Attention  was  directed  to 
the  following  anomalies.  The  doctors  in  one  district  with 
4,000  insured  persons  issued  in  the  year  more  prescriptions 
than  those  in  a  district  with  6,000  insured  persons.  Of  two 
doctors  in  the  same  town,  "A,"  having  688  persons  on  his 
list,  issued  during  May  113  prescriptions  (value  2?.  0s.  bd.), 
while  "B,"  with  675  insured  persons,  prescribed  204  (value 
3?.  15s.  lid.).  This,  it  is  stated,  appears  to  be  due  to  lack 
of  supervision  by  some  medical  men  as  to  how  long  the 
medicine  should  last.  It  was  also  reported  that  the  Panel 
Committee  decided  at  their  last  meeting  that  a  surcharge 
should  be  made,  for  the  medical  years  1913  and  1914,  on  i 
each  practitioner,  the  aggregate  value  of  whose  prescriptions 
exceeded  an  average  cost  of  2s.  bd.  per  insured  person  on 
his  list  for  whom  chemists  dispense.  The  Sub-Committee 
resolved  to  recommend  to  the  Insurance  Committee  that  the 
report  be  adopted,  and  that  the  apparent  anomalies  ire 
prescribing  be  referred  to  the  Panel  Committee.  The 
Sub-Committee  also  recommended  that  two  members  be 
appointed  to  confer  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee- 
regarding  the  proposed  emergency  settlement  of  chemists' 
accounts  for  1914. 

Notes. 

A  Medical  View  of  Stjbchaeging.— The  "  'ledical  World  '* 
(the  official  organ  for  panel  practitioners),  commenting  on 
the  decision  of  the  London  Insurance  Committee  in  regard* 
to  a  complaint  by  an  insured  person  that  a  panel  practi- 
tioner refused  to  prescribe  for  her  an  adequate  supply  of 
bandages  (6\  if:  D..  June  26,  p.  58),  states  that  the  trouble- 
in  this  instance  arose  through  the  short-s.ighted  policy  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  in  referring  all  and  every 
case  for  investigation  irrespective  of  the  particular  merits, 
of  the  case.  In  their  anxiety  to  exercise  the  power  which 
the  Act  placed  in  their  hands,  they  have  displayed  a  total 
ignorance  of  the  fact  that  the  circumstances  of  the  case 
may  justify  what  on  first  blush  may  seem  excessive  pre- 
scribing. The  "  Medical  World,"  it  is  stated,  is  not  out. 
to  justify  excessive  prescribing,  but  to  draw  attention  to 
the  grave  danger  which  would  threaten  the  medical  pro- 
fession if  the  greatest  care  is  not  exercised  in  recommending 
cases  for  surcharge.  Too  frequently  it  proves  a  powerful 
weapon  for  avowed  enemies  of  the  profession.  The  doctor, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  "  Medical  World,"  should  at  least  be 
immune  from  the  tyrannical  caprices  of  any  body  of 
laymen.  [The  answer  to  this  is,  of  course,  that  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee,  in  the  execution  of  its  duties  under 
the  Regulations,  forwarded  the  prescriptions  referring  to 
the  case  in  question  to  the  Panel  Committee  for  investiga- 
tion, and  the  latter  body,  after  full  consideration  of  the 
facts,  and  after  hearing  the  practitioner  concerned,  made 
the  recommendation  for  surcharge  to  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee.   The  decision  of  the  Insurance  Committee  in  regard 
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t(j  the  complaint  by  the  insured  person  was  arrived  at  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Service  Sub-Committee, 
which  includes  medical  members,  and  which  was  in 
possession  of  all  the  facts. — Editor  C.  &  D.~\ 

Doctors  and  Dispensing. — Dr.  James  Grant  Morrin,  Hon. 
Secretary  of  the  Scottish  Branch  of  the  Panel  Medico- 
Political  Union,  writing  in  the  "Glasgow  Herald"  on  the 
instructions  of  his  Executive  Council,  directs  attention  to 
.the  resolution  passed  by  the  Council  of  the  Glasgow  and 
West  of  Scotland  Chemists'  Association  regarding  the 
.proposed  application  for  a  closing  order  (C.  &  JJ.,  June  26, 
p.  60).  It  is  pointed  out  that  under  such  an  order  no 
person  could  have  medicine  or  dressings  after  eight  o'clock 
at  night  till  nine  o'clock  the  following  morning,  or,  in 
•other  words,  a  poor  patient  suffering  acute  pain  would  not 
be  relieved  for  thirteen  hours,  neither  would  any  dressings 
bo  available  for  minor  accidents.  It  is  a  well-known  fact, 
.the  letter  continues,  that  the  busiest  hours  of  the  doctor 
who  practises  among  working  people  aro  between  7  P.M. 
and  9  P.M.*  and  it  is  absurd  to  propose  that  his  patients 
should  not  have  their  medicines  dispensed  after  8  P.M. 
It  is  high-handed  resolutions  of  this  kind,  he  says,  that 
will  strengthen  the  growing  demand  among  insured  persons 
to  have  their  medicines  dispensed,  as  well  as  prescribed, 
by  their  panel  doctor.  Such  an  arrangement,  ho  adds, 
would  save  the  expenses  of  costly  official  machinery,  and 
would  also  dispel  the  suspicion  of  many  insured  persons 
<that  the  chemist  does  not  dispense  what  the  doctor  pre- 
scribes, and  they  would  be  more  satisfied  with  medicine 
dispensed  by  the  doctor  than  that  dispensed  by  the  chemist. 
This  letter  has  called  forth  a  number  of  replies.  "  Semper 
Vigilans  "  remarks:  "  In  answer  to  Dr.  Morrin's  gratuitous 
■and  uncalled-for  insult  to  the  pharmacists  of  Great  Britain, 
and  Glasgow  in  particular,  he  has,  in  the  concluding 
sentences  of  his  letter,  shown  his  and  his  confreres'  hand 
just  too  openly  by  his  desire  to  seo  the  dispensing-fees,  as 
well  as  the  medical  fees,  in  their  pockets."  The  writer 
'further  contends  that  pharmacists  have  given  a  most 
adequate  service  under  very  trying  conditions,  and  it  is 
up  to  Dr.  Morrin  and  his  Executive  to  prove  otherwise.  He 
dopes  the  closing  of  chemists'  shops  at  8  p.m.  will  become 
an  accomplished  fact,  and  states  that  it  is  surely  an  unfore- 
-seeing  doctor  who  finds  himself  short  at  any  time  of 
■dressings  (supplied  gratis  under  the  Act).  "  One  of  the 
Insured"  states  that  it  is  the  shortage  of  chemists'  assistants, 
■owing  to  the  war,  that,  decided  the  chemists  to  apply  for  a 
closing  order.  Dr.  Morrin's  suggestion,  he  considers,  is  not 
likely  to  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  insured.  "  Panel 
Chemist"  shows  how  wilfully  Dr.  Morrin  has  misrepresented 
facts  by  quoting  from  a  circular  issued  by  the  Panel 
Committee  in  regard  to  doctors'  stocks  of  dressings  and 
urgent  prescriptions.  "  Medicus,"  however,  supports  Dr. 
Morrin  and  "  sighs  for  the  days  when  his  patients  received 
<:heir  medicine  before  leaving  his  surgery." 


Association  Affairs,

Baheege  M.  Baeoody,  Pharm.M,  of  Beyrouth,  the 
eldest  son  of  Mr.  Muracl  Baroody,  the  principal  pharma- 
cist in  Beyrouth,  has  been  studying  bacteriology  at  King's 
College,  London,  and  is  continuing  bacteriological  research 
there.  Mr. ,  Baroody  served  his  apprenticeship  with  his 
father,  and  subsequently  studied  at  the  American  Protestant 
College,  Beyrouth,  under  Professor  Ladakis,  graduating  as 
Master  of  Pharmacy.  He  hopes  to  get  some  experience  of 
the  drug-trade  in  this  country  before  returning  to  his  own. 

The  ''Daily  Cheonicle  "  published  on  July  2  an  account 
of  an  interview  by  Mr.  Harold  Begbie  with  Sir  William 
Crookes,  O.M.,  who  has  passed  his  eighty-fifth  year.  He 
told  Mr.  Begbie  that  he  is  conscious  in  himself  of  no 
change  of  faculty  during  the  last  thirty  or  forty  years. 
He  can  work  as  hard  and  is  as  interested  in  life  now  as 
he_  was  then.  "  I  feel,"  he  said,  "  very  much  as  I  felt  at 
thirty-five  years  of  age."  Sir  William's  views  on  the  war 
are  encouraging.  He  is,  on  the  whole,  against  the  use  of 
poisonous  gases  by  the  Allies.  He  is  quietly  confident  that 
victory  will  be  on  the  side  of  right.  <and  is  strongly  con-' 
vinced  of  the  righteousness  of  the  Allies'  cause. 

Me.  C.  W.  Dyson  Perkins,  of  Davenham,  Malvern,  and 
Ardross  Castle,  Alness,  N.B.,  has  recently  inspected  the 
buildings  of  the  new  chemical  laboratory  at  Oxford,  towards 
the  completion  of  which  he  had  contributed  5,0007.,  and 
has  now  announced  his  intention  to  present  to  the  Univer- 
sity 25,000/.  for  the  furtherance  of  the  study  of  organic 
cheniistry  and  the  promotion  of  chemical  research  in  the 
University  under  the  Waynflete  Professor,  Dr.  W.  H. 
Perkin,  F.R.S.  Mr.  Perrins  is  a  son  of  the  lata  Mr.  James 
Dyson  Perrins  (Lea  &  Perrins,  Worcester),  and  was  educated 
at  Charterhouse  and  Queen's  College,  Oxford.  He  takes 
keen  interest  in  educational  matters,  is  an  authority  on 
Worcester  china,  is  a  Fellow  of  the  Society  of  Antiquaries 
as  well  as  of  other  societies,  and  a  Life  Governor  of  the 
Birmingham  University.  His  gift  to  the  new  Oxford 
laboratory  makes  it  at  once  available  for  the  Government 
policy  outlined  some  time  ago  by  Mr.  Pearce.

Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qualities 
of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.  Retail  buyers 
cannot,  therefore,  for  these  and  other  reasons,  expect  to 
purchase  at  the  prices  quoted  here.

BUSINESS  in  chemicals  and  drugs  continues  fairly 
good,  in  spite  of  many  difficulties  and  restrictions  in. 
the  way  of  export.  Judging  by  the  Board  of  Trade 
returns,  June  was  a  good  month,  values  of  chemicals 
and  the  like  increasing  by  266,700?.  Conditions  in  the 
fine-chemical  market  remain  much  as  before,  with  prices 
varying  from  day  to  day  ;  for  this  reason  many  of  the 
quotations  given  below  must  be  regarded  as  approximate 
only.  English  makers  of  bromides  have  withdrawn  their 
list-prices,  and  foreign  continue  to  advance  in  spite  of 
some  holders  having  fair  stocks.  Mercurials  since  June  1 
have  advanced  Is.  4jtf.,  but  prices  are  nominal  and  still 
tend  higher.  Opium,  morphine,  and  codeine  remain  firm. 
Antimonial  preparations  have  been  further  advanced. 
Hydroquinone  is  firmer  ;  acetyl-salicylic  acid  and  phena- 
zone  are  easier.  Cod-liver  oil  has  had  an  abnormal 
advance  in  Norway  at  the  instance  of  the  combination.

The  Eucalyptus  in  Italy. 

Sir,—"  Xrayser's "  remarks  on  the  eucalyptus-tree  in 
Italy  reminded  me  of  what  was  possibly  its  first  introduction 
to  Italy.  A  legend  states  that  St.  Paul,  being  a  Roman 
citizen,  could  not  be  crucified  as  other  Apostles  were,  but 
could  claim  the  proud  Roman  privilege  of  death  by  the 
sword.  He  was  beheaded  three  miles  out,  on  the  Ostian  Way, 
his  head  resting  on  a  block  formed  of  part  of  a  column  of  a 
heathen  temple.  His  head  on  falling  to  the  ground  bounded 
three  times  ere  coming  to  rest,  and  from  the  spots  touched 
sprang  fountains,  the  first  hot,  the  second  tepid,  the  third 
cold,  all  within  three  yards  of  each  other.  These  led  to  pil- 
grimages, to  churches  being  erected,  and  to  a  monastic  settle- 
ment, which,  being  in  a  malarial  district,  annually  decimated 
its  inmates  to  such  an  extent  that  it  was  for  some  time  used 
as  a  penal  station  for  monkish  misdoers.  About  seventy 
years  ago  a  travelled  inmate  of  this  monastery  had  a  vision, 
in  which  he  was  informed  that  a  grove  of  eucalyptus-trees 
round  the  monastery  would  end  the  plague  of  malaria. 
The  trees  were  planted,  and  the  malaria  vanished,  which 
accounts  for  the  presence  and  popularity  of  eucalyptus- 
trees  in  malarial  Italy.

Why  the  Fee  should  Not  be  Abolished. 

SlR, — A  fortnight  ago  one  of  your  contributors,  in  dis- 
cussing the  Insurance  Act,  suggested  that  in  a  new  National 
Tariff  no  clispensjng-fee  be  allowed  on  drugs  or  preparations 
usually^  stocked  in  bulk,  as  no  special  skill  is  required  in 
dispensing  them.  I  held  a  similar  opinion,  but  circum- 
stances have  compelled  me  to  change  it.  I  engaged  an 
elderly  assistant,  who  came  with  a  good  dispensing  refer- 
ence, under  the  impression  that  age  would  at'  least  have 
brought  steady  reliability.  I  put  him  straight  to  counter- 
work and  dispensing,  so  that  I  could  put  things  (which  had 
fallen  back  somewhat)  into  better  order.    In" a  vevv  *hort 
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time,  owing  to  inaccurate  dispensing,  etc..  I  had  to  take 
him  entirely  off  dispensing,  to  watch  every  article  that,  he 
served,  and  to  keep  my  eye  on  his  putting-up  of  stock. 
Among  other  things,  he  gave  medicine  to  wrong  customers, 
served  out  the  wrong  stock  mixtures,  wrongly  labelled  stock 
mixtures,  and  misread  simple  prescriptions — e.g.,  "Lin. 
saponis"  for  "Lin.  sinapis."  "Mist,  sodse  sal.  jiv."  for 
"  Mist,  soda?  sal.  Jviij."  He  put  up  7  lb.  of  Glauber  salt 
as  Epsom  salt,  .and  explained  that  he  had  not  read  the 
label  "  Sodii  Sulphas"  on  it  :  he  left  all  the  chalk  in 
diarrhoea-mixture  to  one  set  of  buttles,  and  very  little  in 
another  set,  not  shaking  the  stock  bottle  to  a  reasonable 
extent :  he  gave  Castile  soap  for  caustic  soda,  and  was 
getting  ung.  sulph.,  and  on  another  occasion  ung.  boric, 
instead  of  ung.  hyd.  amnion.,  although  the  white  precipitate 
is  labelled  with  a  particularly  large  label.  Over  the  general 
business  details  I  will  pass,  as  they  do  not  concern  dis- 
pensing. Now,  it  seems  to  me  that  use  has  dulled  our 
pei'cepti'On  of  the  skill  we  have  had  to  acquire  in  order  to 
l  ead  the  prescription  and  the  directions,  and,  in  many  cases, 
to  give  instructions  for  use  which  the  doctor  has  not  given, 
even  in  the  simple  case  of  "01.  olivse  §ij.  .Tj.  t.d.s."  If 
skill  has  to  be  used  in  this  way.  it.  should  be  paid  for. 
Boric  acid  and  other  bulk  powders,  tablets,  and  ointments 
should  all  have  an  acknowledgment  of  dispensing  skill, 
which  has  to  be  used  in  deciphering  the  occasional  scrawl. 
Your  contributor  did  not  note  the  Tariff  prices,  which  are 
much  below  the  ordinary  retail  prices,  and  which  yet  call 
for  all  the  extra  clerical  work  of  the  Insurance  Act  as  well. 
The  insistence  on  the  value  of  our  dispensing  requires 
strengthening,  not  weakening. — Yours  faithfully,

Attempted  Blackmail  Charge. 



The  hearing  of  the  charge  against  Hans  Paul  Studer 
on  a  charge  of  demanding  250/.,  with  menaces,  from  Mr. 
Fredk.  Schutze,  Black  Bull  Works,  Caledonian  Market, 
London,  N.  (see  C.  &  D.y  July  3,  p.  36),  was  resumed  by 
Mr.  Graham  Campbell  at  Bow  Street  Police  Court,  London, 
on  J uly  7.  There  was  a  further  charge  against  the  prisoner 
of  obtaining  from  the  prosecutor  two  receipts  by  means  of 
false  pretences.  Mr.  Walter  Frampton  prosecuted;  Mr. 
Huntley  Jenkins  appeared  for  the  prisoner.  At  the  pre- 
vious hearing  evidence  of  arrest  was  given.  The  prosecutor 
now  stated  that  on  May  31  the  prisoner  told  him  that  a 
man  in  his  employ  had  been  robbing  him  for  a  long  time 
past  by  selling  goods  to  a  firm  in  Aldersgate  Street  (Messrs. 
Schimmer)  and  putting  the  money  into  his  own  pocket. 
Witness  said  that  if  that  was  so  the  man  ought  to  be 
prosecuted,  and  asked  the  prisoner  to  go  to  Mr.  Woods 
and  ask  his  advice.  The  prisoner  undertook  to  do  so,  and 
after  being  absent  several  hours  said  that  Woods  would 
make  inquiries  and  interview  a  clerk  formerly  in  Messrs. 
Schimmer' s  employ.  He  afterwards  added  that  Messrs. 
Schimmer  refused  to  give  any  information,  and  that  Woods, 
although  a  Scotland  Yard  officer,  could  not  demand  it 
until  certain  formalities  had  been  complied  with.  He  said 
that  Mr.  Woods  had  entrusted  him  with  certain  documents 
connected  with  the  case,  and  that  he  had  them  at  home 
in  a  leather  bag,  but  the  bag  was  locked  and  he  had  not 
got  the  key.  Witness  said,  "  We  will  cut  the  bag  open 
and  I  will  buy  a  new  bag."  At  luncheon  time^  on  the 
following  day  they  both  drove  towards  the  prisoner's  house 
in  Lewisham  Road,  Highgate.  The  prisoner  stopped  the 
cal)  just  before  they  got  to  the  house  and  alighted.  After 
a  short  absence  he  returned  to  witness  and  said  that  ,W°oa!s 
was  at  the  house  having  luncheon.  They  therefore  went 
back  to  the  office.  Subsequently  the  prisoner  told  witness 
that  Woods  wanted  to  see  him.  Witness  said,  "  What  does 
he  want  to  see  me  about?"  The  prisoner  replied,  "About 
the  money."  Witness  said,  "Money  for  what?"  "Those 
papers,"  replied  the  prisoner.  AVitness  said,  "  How  much 
does  he  want?"  The  prisoner  replied,  "Not  less  than 
250/.  ;  there  are  so  many  who  want  some  of  it." 

Mr.  Frampton:  Did  you  express  any  opinion  of  Woods? 

The  Witness  :  I  am  afraid  I  did.  I  said.  "  I  think  Woods 
is  a  scoundrel,"  and  the  prisoner  said,  "  I  am  afraid  he 
is." 

Proceeding  with  his  evidence,  the  prosecutor  said  he  told 
the  prisoner  that  in  his  opinion  the  best  thing  for  him„to> 
do  would  be  to  take  possession  of  the  papers,  That  evening 
the  prisoner  and  a  Mr.  McGregor  went  with  witness  to 
the  prisoner's  house.  The  door  was  locked,  and  the  prisoner 
said  he  had  no  key.  On  the  following  morning  the  prisoner 
produced  a  number  of  documents  in  a  tin  deed-box.  Ho 
said  they  were  all  that  Woods  would  let  him  have.  They 
included  about  eighty  photographs  of  the  firm's  letters  and 
invoices.  The  prisoner  said  Mr.  Woods  had  the  original 
invoices  and  the  negatives  of  the  photographs.  He  added 
that  Woods  wished  to  see  witness...  Witness  told  him  that 
he  did  not  wish  to  see  Woods.  All  he  wanted  was  to  ensure 
the  arrest  of  the  man  against  whom  the  prisoner  had 
made  allegations,  if  there  was  any  ground  for  those 
allegations.  On  June  3  the  prisoner  told  witness  he  was 
going  to  leave  his  employment.  Witness  informed  him  that 
he  had  made  inquiries  and  found  that  he  was  a.  scoundrel, 
and  ordered  him  to  leave  the  premises.  He  said  he  would 
not  leave  without  his  money,  and  witness  tolf?  him  it 
would  be  paid  when  it  was  due.  He  then  called  into  the 
office  the  man  against  whom  the  prisoner  had  made  allega- 
tions, and  the  prisoner  said  he  had  not  made  them.  Giving 
evidence  with  regard  to  the  charrre  of  obtaining  receipts 
by  false  pretences,  the  witness  said  that  when  the  prisoner 
entered  his  service  he  deposited  1.0007.  as  securitv.  Soon 
after  the  war  broke  out  witness  was  absent  from  his  busi- 
ness for  some  days  owing  to  illness/  On  his  return  to 
the  office  the  prisoner  told  him  that,  in  order  to  expedite 
■the  delivery  of  goose-skins  from  a  Mr.  Chevalier  in  France, 
he  had  rjaid  for  them  with  his  own  cheque  for  1.000/.  He 
asked  the  witness  to  allow  that  amount  to  be  invested  in 
his  business,  together  with  a  further  sum  of  500/.  which 
he  said  he  had  at  his  bank.  Witness  agreed,  and  left  it 
to  the  prisoner  to  transfer  the  500/.  to  the  firm's  account. 
He  gave  the  prisoner  receipts  for  these  two  sums,  and 
had  since  ascertained  that  he  had  not  paid  the.  1.000/. 
account,  nor  transferred  the  500/.  to  witness's  bank. 

In  reply  to  Mr.  Huntley  Jenkins,  the  prosecutor  stated 
that  his  firm  is  a  limited  liability  company,  and  he  and 
his  wife  held  all  the  shares.    No  one  else  was  either  directly 
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or  indirectly  interested  in  it.  Before  the  outbreak  of  the 
war  he  was  doing  a  big  trade,  but  not  the  bulk  of  it 
with  Germany.  He  had  known  the- prisoner  since  April 
1912.  The  prisoner  had  invested  1,000/.  only  in  the  busi- 
ness and  5  per  cent,  was  paid  on  it. 

At  this  point  the  hearing  was  adjourned  until  Thursday, 
July  8,  when  evidence  was  given  by  a  Post-Office  official 

as  to  telegrams,  and  by  Robert  Oliver,  clerk  at  the 
Chancery  Lane  and  Holborn"  branches  of.  the  Lon- 
don County  and  Westminster  Bank,  who  said  the 
prisoner  opened  an  '.account  .  there  on  May  8,  1912, 
with  a  cash  payment  of  200/.  Two  days  afterwards 
787/.  17s.  4(7.  in  Belgian  francs  was  credited  to  the  account. 
During  the  month  of  May  1912  there  were  -debits  for  the, 
purchase  of  stock  amounting  to  over  900/.  A.  cheque  for 
1.000/.  in  favour  of  Sehutze  &  Co.  was  paid  in  September 
1912,  sufficient  stock  having  been  sold  to  meet  it.  The 
prisoner  started  the  -year  1914  with  a  bank  balance  of 
11/.  10s. 

Charles  William  McGregor,  printer  and  stationer,  Finch- 
ley  Road,  said  he  had  known  Mr.  Sehutze  for  many  years. 
He  was  also  well  acquainted  with  the  prisoner.  He  knew 
that  for  some  time  anonymous  letters  had  been  sent  to 
Mr.  Sehutze.  At  the  latter  end  of  May  witness  had  a 
conversation  with  the  prisoner  at  the  works.  The  prisoner 
said.  "  There  is  a  lot  of  trouble  going  on  here — under- 
hand work."    Witness  said,   "  Have  you  any  idea  who  is 

the  cause  of  it?"    The  prisoner  said.  "I  think    has 

something  to  do  with  it."  Witness  knew  that  he  meant  a 
packer  employed,  by  the  firm,  and  said,  "  I  don't  think  he 
has  brains  enough."  The  prisoner  said.  "He  knows  a 
few  things  and  can  get  help  from  outside."  He  added. 
"  It  has  cost  me  60/.  to  pay  Scotland  Yard  to  keep  certain 
matters  quiet." 

Mrs.  Sehutze,  the  prosecutor's  wife,  also  gave  evidence. 

The  prisoner  was  remanded  until  Monday. 

Mr.  Huntley  Jenkins,  in  applying  for  bail,  pointed  out 
that  it  was  not  suggested  that  the  prisoner  had  obtained 
any  money.  The  Magistrate  said  he  would  accept  two 
sureties  in  300/.  each,  with  notice  to  the  police.

P.A.T.A. 


The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade 
Association,  which  was  held  oh  July  8   at  the  Salisbury 
Hotel,  Salisbury  Square,  London,  E.C.,  provoked  more  in- 
terest than  it  has  done  for  years.    There  were  about  sixty 
members  present.    Mr.   W.  Edwards,  the   President,  was 
supported  by  most  of  the  Council,  and  the  Secretary,  Mr.' 
W.  S.    Glyn-Jones,   M.P.,    wTas   on   his    right  hand.  The. 
President,  moving  the  adoption  of  the  annual  report  (see 
C.  ci-  D.,  June  26,  p.  51),   said  that  although  the  year^-s. 
working  showed  a  steady  advance  in  members,  the  Council 
is  not  satisfied  with  the  number  of  retailers  who  belong 
to  the  Association,  and  is  about  to  open  a  recruiting  cam- 
paign among  local  Associations  with  the  object  of  increasing 
the  number  of  members.    Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell  seconded- the 
adoption  of  the  report  and  dwelt  upon  the  necessity  of 
more  profit.    The  same  reason  for  more  profit  also  exists 
among  the  manufacturers,  and  he  suggested  that  the  manu- 
facturer could  meet  the  difficulty  by  raising  the  retail  price 
of  his  commodity  from,  say,  2s.  id.  to  2s.  9d.    Mr.  Kutnow, 
referring  to  the  last  remark,   said  that  he  is  selling  his 
goods  at  less  than  cost,   and  if  he  made  any  change  in 
price  it  would  be  to.  increase  it  to  3s.  6'i.    Mr.  A.  Higgs 
(Kingston)  suggested  that  the   opinion   expressed   by  Sir 
Nathaniel   Highmore  that  it  is  illegal  to  sell  loose  two 
powders  from  a  stamped  package  should  be  considered  by 
the  Council  as  the  protected  list  contains  the  suggestion 
that  two  powders  may  be  sold.    Mr.  Vorley,  as  replant- 
ing a  section  of  manufacturers,  was  disappointed  that  no 
mention  was  made  of  the  question  which  he  had  raised  in 
a  communication  to  the  Council.    He  suggested  that  the 
manufacturers  are  insufficiently  represented  on  the  Council, 
seeing  that  they  contribute  more  money  to  the  funds  than 
the  wholesalers  and  retailers  put  together.    Mr.  L.  Cooper, 
as  a  manufacturer;  defended  the  Council.    He  bad  always 
found  it  quite  fair   to   all  sections.    Mr.    Kutnow  urged 
that  there  must  be  a  give-and-take  policy  of .  all  sections. 
He  was  unable  to  attend  the  private  meeting  of  manufac- 
turers which  Mr.  Vorlev  called  as  he  felt  he  could  not  act 
in  a  dual  capacitv.     Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour,   referring  to  a 
letter  from  Mr.  Vorley  on  behalf  of  Messrs.  Gosnell.  ob- 
jected to  the  suggestion  that  the  retailers  are  indifferent 
to  their  goods.    It  is  too  much  to  expect  the  retailer  to 
give  preference  to  the  goods  of  one  manufacturer  at  the 
expense  of  other-  members  of  the  P.A.T.A.    Mr.  Hearle 
asked  to  be  informed  of  the  steps  that  are  being  taken  to 
increase  the  membership.    Mr.  Godby  (Newton  Chambers 
&  Co.)  said  as  he  understood  the  objects  of  the  Association 
it  was  to  fix  and  maintain  fair  rates  of  profit,  not  to  take 
the  place  of  enterprise  on1  the  part  of  manufacturers.  Mr. 
Kirkpatrick  also  spoke,  and  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  who  replied, 
said   he  wo  a  Id  look  into  the  matter  of  the   sale  of  two 
powders  to  which  Mr.   Higgs  had  alluded.    The  question 
of  the  sale  of  proprietary  prescription  ingredients  adver- 
tised without  price  is  being  taken  up  by  the  Council.  He 
also  replied  to  Mr.  Vorley's  criticism  of  the  constitution 
of  the  Council,  and  said  the  Association  could  not  exist 
without   it  maintained   its    tripartite    constitution.  He 
pointed  out  that  the  fact  that  of  365  manufacturers  there 
were  only  21  dissatisfied  ones  was  the  best  proof  that  every- 
thing is  being  done  to  keep  the  balance  between  the  parties. 
Mr.  °Kirkpatrick's  resolution  regarding  the  methods  to  be 
taken  through  local  Associations  to  induce  more  manufac- 
turers to  protect  the  price  of  their  goods  was  then  taken. 
He   impressed  upon  the   meeting  the   importance  of  the 
movement,  and  that  it  is  intended  to-  use  the  local  Associa- 
tions Executive  to  carry  the  matter  through.    Mr.  Milner 
(Greenwich)  seconded.  "After  discussion,  the  motion  was 
passed.    One  by  the  Middlesex  Association  wanting  25  per 
cent,  profit  on"  proprietaries  was  withdrawn,,  and  thanks 
to  officers  concluded  the  proceedings.
